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Mudra 'ousted; 
money raised to 

buy up contract

FSIJ officials announced yesterday th^ 
Darrcll Mudra has been fired as 
t(K>tball coach, citing a loss of support 
friends and alumni of the university as 
primary reason for the move. 

A group of these **fne|d^and alumni'* 
reportedly raised some $99Rwto enable the 
nivcrsity tobuy up the remaining two years 
p Mudra's contract and help defray the 
Uiicgifttpenses the dismissal might incur. 
Pgeincnt Stanley Marshall had issued a 
stateniciii atit r the Seminoles' final game in 
Houston saving he did not anticipate a 
coaching change. However, vodHermis 
disagreement from influential alumni and 
the raising of the $95,000 led to Marshall and 
Athletic Director John Bridgers deciding to 
rhanjjc their earlier recommendation. 

In a siatement released by the university, 
Bridgers said, "The change in my 
recommendation was due to the feeKng that 
CV..ich Mudra and his staff would not have 
thf full support of friends and alumni of the 
university necessary to have a successful 
program. In addition, the dependence of the 
athletic program on fmancial contributions 
makes it evident that in order to realize our 
tall potential in fund raising, a change'in the 
p<'sition o^head football coach was in 
order." ^ 

Bridgers also said that Mudra's contract, 
which runs through 1977, wUl be honored by 
mutual agreement. The ccmtract is said to 



have been the main reason that Bridgers, 
Marshall and the Athletic Committee did not 
fire Mudra immediately after the season, but 
the $95,000 raised by FSU supporters 
eliminated that obstacle. 

The University Athletic Cbmmittee, 
headed by Richard Baker, will work with 
ledgers to screen and interv^w applicants 
for the coaching posi- itm. Other members of 
the committee are faculty members Janet 
Wells, James Jones and Bill Long, Earnest 
Williams, who will represent the university 
staff, alumnus Jim Smith, Seminole Booster 
President Doyle Pope aad stodent Chris 
GrifRn. 

T!ft 47-year-old Mudra had compiled a 
record of 1 13 wins againsi 39 defeats and two 
ties in 15 years of coaching before coming to 
FSU. Here, he was faced with rebuilding a 
team which many said had hit rock bottom in 
1973, going winless in eleven games. 

He improved that 0-11 record to 1-10 in 
1974. 

Last year FSU was 3-8, but included 
amonfiUhose losses were several that FSU 
fans fflmight could' have been victories if 
coaching decisions were different. 

The Memphis State game, which the 
Seminoles lost after Mudra ordered them to 
go for a first dowri on their own forty-yard 
line late in the game, was particularly galling 
to some fans who feh Mudra signed his own 
pink sHp with the ffl-fated decision to go for 
the first down instead of punting.

Standardized tests condemned

Standardization testing has been subjected to a 

full fledged moratorium by the National Education 

♦ 

Association. 

College board tests, 10 surveys and graduate record exams 
were termed "ineffective or even harmful" by the NEA. 

Terry Hemdon, NEA eaecutive dircetor, urged the 
termination of standardized exams because "they fail to do 
whiU|k|clatmed for them and are unable to justify their 
enoMRis costs." Approximately $200 million y^rly is 
devoted to standardized exams. 

Herndon said the real beneficiaries of standardized exams 
arc the test marketers themselvcsu and insecure school 
managers. I'l * 

FSU Executive Vice President Bernard Sliger mfintained a 
qualified support for examination procedures, sajfing, "An 
entire scIkk>I is a bei^ciary if the tests are valid." 

While admitting that FSU has. in the past, been too 
dependent on the Florida 12th Grade Test, SAT score and 
other aptitude yardsticks. Sliger ^id he believes testing can 
be an aid if used properly. 

"Although standardized tests are not perfect, we must 
have some method of limiting entoHment." S&^itt smA.

Also responding to the NEA statement, Jack Gant, deinpof 
the College of Education, said that poor people and 
minorities Me denied access to imiversity systems b^^se of 
testing procedures. 

"Standardized tests have readjusted the entife 
populations of schools, undoubtedly excluding certain 
groups from undergraduate public education," Gant said. 

Because of austerity measures, Gant said testing criteria 
"will be used more than ever before" to determine who will 
have access to higher education. 

Testing procedures, despite their inability to measure 
HKMivation. will also be important in determining which 
individuals^lrom communlly colleges will be aHowed to enter 
universities. Gmit said. 

Assessment procedures have received criticism because 
the goals of the education system . like the standardized tests, 
do not clearly state their objectives, he said. "In order for 
standardized testmg to become effective, we need to have 
dear eduoitimial goals." 

Acconfing to« Gant. standardized testing may be 
responsible for reducing many oi the recent ^uns made in 
education.

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Testing services 
hinder education 



Standardized testing has 
been the subject of contro- 
versy in education for years, 
with one of the most common 
criticisms being that it does 
not measure intelligence or 
ability. 

The National Education 
Association has called for a 
moratorium on standardized 
testing because "the tests 
follow the technical-indus- 
trial model in which teadim 
arc treated like assembly-itne 
foremen and students are 
treated like cars.*** according 
to NEA Executive IMrector 
Terry Hemdon. 

Standardized tests can 
hardly be called accurate. 
Instead of measuring apti- 
tude on subject material, too 
often they measure a 
student's aptitude to take a 
test. If someone does not test 
well or is intimidated by the 
testing procedure, he or she 
may not perform well and will 
be judged as less intelligent 
than those who are able to 
conform to a standardized 
process. 

ft seems apparent that 
standardized testing will be 
used as a tool to limit 
enrollment in Florida's 
university system. It is not 
absurd to assume that the 



conformity demanded on 
such tests will deny higher 

education opportunity to 
minority students and crea- 
tive individuals. 

Standardized testing is a 
$200 million a year business 
which takes control of 
educational processes away 
ft-om students and teachers 
and places it in the hands of 
unknown tje^makets who 
never come in day-to-day 
contact with learning. 

Not only must students 
accept the big brothensm of 
testing services, but profes- 
sors also are subjected to 
standardized evaluations 
which can only measure 
extremely narrow judgments. 

If the shortcomings of 
standardized testing and 
evaluation are not enough 
reason to discontinue their 
use, perhaps the austerity 
program of education on all 
levels is. Too much money is 
spent on a service which lacks 
any educational vahie. 

The myth surrounding 
standardized tests and evalu- 
ations has been destroyed in 
recent years. It is obvious that 
they do not help maintain 
educational qualitv. but that 
they hinder both learning and 
teaching.

U.S. 'encouraged' by 
statement on Angola 



WASHINGTON — I he Ford administra- 
tion is "encouraged" by a call in Pravda for 
an end to foreign intervention in Angola, 
White House C*hief of Staff Robert Cheney 
said Sunday. 

"Whedier or not tint is a sofid infieation 
that will lead to results — that th^, the 
Soviet UaiM, will m> kmger be acthrely 
involved in Angola, nor will the Cubans — 
only time will tell," Cheney said. 

"I think we're encouraged by it," Cheney 
said. "I think we'll have to wait to see what 
^ developments occur over the ne.xt few weeks 
to determine if they continue down that 
path." 

Cheney was interviewed on CBS-TV's 
Face the Nation. 

The editorial in Pravda, the Connnnnist 
party newspaper of the Soviet Union, also 
was carried by the Soviet press agency, 
Tass. It said the Soviet Union does not sedit 
military or economic gain in the former 



Portuguese colony where three factions are 

involved in a civil war. 

"The Soviet Union comes out firmly for 
the termination of foreign armed 
intervention in Angola," Pravda said. It 
described Russian support for the Popular 
Movement for the Ln>eration of Angola as 
"moral and material.^' 

White House sources said they were still 
trying to %we out hdw to interpfet the 
Pravda article. 

President Ford, in an NBC-TV mterview to 
be aired Monday, was asked Saturday if 
Pravda might have signaled a soltehing in 
the Soviet position. 

**1 don't believe we can say categorically 
tiurt tiiat is their intention,** the President 
replied. At another point, however, he spoke 
of **making some headway'* with Moscow 
toward an eiul to foreign mv(rfvement in 
Angola.

Faculty development plan eyed

Recommendations to implement a 
faculty development program have 
been submitted by Raoul Arreola. 
director of Program Evaluation 
Services in Instructional Development. 

The proposed faculty development 
series wonld include seminars, 
workshops and pre-packaged materials 
for teaching and testmg in the college 
classroom. 

The program was initiated in 
recognition of the fact that "good 
teaching is an act of primary 
imp>ortance. as emphasized by the 
Board of Regents'" and in response to 
the fact that "university faculty have 
not been tuned in to areas of teaching 
and testing." according to Arreola. 

Bernard Sliger. eiecutive vice 



president and chief academic officer, 
expressed enthusiasm for the 
program. 

"A program of this nature can only 
be of value to instructors, even if they 
are doing a good job." he said. 
"Students now are more demanding 
and more knowledgeable, and tbns pot 
more prcssnre on the instractor." 

Arreola said many professors are 
trained to be experts in the content of 
their fields, but are rarely schooled in 
the techniques of convcjriag the 
information. 

*'One need onlv look at a 
mathematical textb«x)k to realize that 
manv authors arc dealing with the 
scieniitk nature ot the subject matter 
and not its comprehensive natne.** he 



Sliger admitted that ica^m 
techniques by experts have jIaj 
been a problem, but added. M 
Ph.D. candidates go thrt>ugh 
education knowing they are gu n 
teach and are aware <if teaching 
techniques so that they may \x\\\m 
them in the future." 

RecommendatioRS snbontied to tht 
oniversity by Arreola indode i 
mandatory sequence of ecfocatio*^ 
courses for graduate students, as hcL 
as an optional program of dassnn r 
teaching techniques for itterestea 
facylty members. 

Although Arreola said he feels tht 
overall teaching ability of the FSl 
facuhy is very good, he said ;ht 
program "reflects o«r ovepnding 
commkBient for qn% education '

Cited for l^rtare fiaaacial consideration

riminology and the Nudear Science branch 
)f the Physics Department . 

Executive Vice President Bernard Sliger 
[estimated that each of the designated areas 
[will eventually receive betA*'een $100,000 
and $250,000. The moneys, ay^arded for 
strengthening programs that are either 
already established or have show n potential, 
were granted after departmental competi- 
[tion within the State University System. 

Effective neit September, the FSU 
Nuclear Science program will be receiving a 
special funds, and Physics Chairperson 
Steve Edwards said the supplenmtal 
Irevemie **ooald help us accomplish ia three 
years what normally would require a 
decade.** 

Funds will be directed toward 
development of research at the Van de 

Graaff Accelerator Laboratory. an 
on campus facility that includes a working 
Jtom smasher y^hich Edwards claims may 
help alleviate the energy crisis. 

Additional financial outlays made possible 
as a Program of distinction "will keep the 
Physics depanment from falling back as so 
many other areas have." Edwards said. It 



was through a similar program that 
Professor Paul Dirac. Nobel laureate, joined 

the Physics faculty. 

Criminology Dean Eugine Czajkoski 
specualted that special funds could benefit 
an advance graduate training program in 
applied criminology. A post-doctoral 
fellowship might also be conceivable, 
Mxx>rding to 'czajkoski. 

Becaase of the extra recognition. 
Czafokski foresaw the advent of paid field 
imemships and said the department's 
"faculty base'* might be widened. 

One study has placed the FSU 
Post- Secondary Program among the top ten 
in the U.S.. a factor that Division for 
Professional Schools and Colleges Provost 
Phillip Fordyce suggested was influential in 
acknowledgement of the program's merit. 
Fordyce said supplemental fonds could lead 
to new courses and might foither benefit 



"Recognition of this sort may lead to a 
diversification of curriculum and might help 

graduate students find placement." he said. 

A School of Music deficiency that may be 
corrected by their new "considered" status 
is the addition of a facultv member 
experienced in string-quaner panicipation. 
Funds scheduled for allocation in 1979 might 
help annul the present imbalance between 
performance and teaching, according to the 
school's application for consideration as 
Program of Distmction.

The best example of lOcc's subtle understanding of the 
nature ofrecording studios is "Une Nuit A Paris" (One Night 
In Paris)— a three part suite describing the pleasures and 
perilsofParisian night life. **Faris**— and* 'Soundtrack'* as a 
whole--aie the klMl of genuiaeiy brWaat **ooMept** work 
scarcely heard since the Beatles were at their peak. 

In tomething of a triumph of pop technology, the ballad 
*i*ni Not In Love'* utiliaed Kteralty doiens of overdubbed 
voices (a British music paper said it was 256 overdubs). The 
unique results turned the song into lOcc's first gemraie 
hit— and made them protective of their technique. 

Asked how the effect was achieved. Creme. who plays 
guitar and piano on stage but a dozen instruments on the 
album, was evasive. "Well, we can't give all our secrets 
away, can we?" he said. But we're certainly happy with the 
results. We'll be using it again, on the next album. But in a 
different wav." 

That unnamed next album is due out soon. Creme says it will 
be more like "Sheet Music" than "Soundtrack" in that "it's 
a collection of tunes, rather than a conceptual piece.*' 

"There's a little bit of everything. " he says, **tt»c ballads 
and some rock 'n' roll — and some surprises . we hope."

Jim Smith, a prominent Tanahas|ee attorney, was one of 
the leaders of the alumni group wh^soaght the dismissal of 
Mudra, and sources have indicated that &nith was 
instrumental in finally getting Mudra fired. 

Smith served as Gov. Askewjs reelection campaign 
manager in l^'^O. and has served as |m executive assistant to 
Askew since his election. 

Marshall chose not to comment on the allegations 
concerning Smith and the rest of the alumni group, but 
instead blasted the Flambeau for printing a column concern- 
ing Mudra's firing. He labeled the story, which ran Monday 
under the headline "Mudra wi^ fwed by influential 
alumni,** as '^maliciously untrue** andsaid it showed a "lack 
of understanding of the situation.*** 

* 'Mudra was fired because of certam differences that came 
up concerning him." Marshall said, but he declined to 
enu nierate just exactly what those differences were and who 
Mudra had them with. ♦ 

There is one rumor circulating.hqpirever. that concerns a 
run-in Mudra and Marshall allegedlf had in Houston before 
the season ending game, but sources declined to give the 
circumstances surrounding the incident, so the story must 
remain just that — a rumor, and nothing more.

Former Florida State University, and 
Houston Oiler Head Coach Bill Peterson and 

Tallahassee Leon High Schm>rs Gene Cox 
said Monday they w ill apply for the coaching 
vacancy created by the firing of FSU's 
Darrell Mudra. 

Florida State Athletic Director lohn 
Bridticrs said a nc\v c(Ktch v^ill be selected in 
■ a v\ cek to six w eeks. " ' Bridgers said he will 
talk to candidates for the job at a national 
coaches" conference next week in St. Louis. 

Peterson said he would sacrifice money 
from the remaining two years of his Houston 
Oiler contract to return to coaching at FSU. 
Peterson, who has reportedly received abovt 
S70.000 a year from the Oilers since being 
fired by the professional team in 1973, 
coached at Florida State for 1 1 years and 
compiled a 62-42-1 1 record, incliidinga9-]-l 
season in 1964. 

"I would love the Florida State job." 
Peterson told UPI. "I plan to call John 
Bridgers in two or three days about it. This 
loafing is not doing me any good since I 
love football so much I'd give up the money 
to return to it." 

If Peterson returns to coaching, he will 
forfeit money from the Oiler contract. 
Peterson said he has also contacted the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers of the NFL about a 
job but has been unable to reach head coach 
John McKay. 



Cox has a 157-39 record in 18 years 
cfiaching high school football in Florida. At 
Tallahassee Leon. Cox has won two A AAA 
stale championships and has been runner up 

twice. 

"I'm writing a letter of application right 
now." said Cox. "I feel I'm qualified 
because of nn record. I know I can win with 
the personnel Florida State has." 

Bridgers said he preferred a coach vith 
college experience but did not ruk out Cox. 
He declined to list candidates for the job. but 
coaches contacted by an unofficial alumni 
committee include Maryland's Jerry 
dibome. West Virginia's Bobby Bowden 
and North Carolina State's Lcm HoMz. 

** We're looking for a successful oonch in 
nwjor college foortwll. a man who can relate 
well with the fans and alumni hi the 
Tallahassee area and a coach of 
unquestionable integrity." said Bridgers. 
"Pm not sure how many people we have to 
consider, but we'd like a name coach . . . We 
need a coach by February when high school 
plavcrs start signing national letters of 
intent."' 

Mudra. who had a 4-18 record in his two 
vears at Florida State, said he is not 
questioning the firing. 

"It is with deep regret that I leave FSU, 
but no good end would be served if I were to 
question the decision, and it is in that spklt 
that I accept it." Mudra said in a statement.

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Curriculum of Attainments 

given on experimental basis

StiideMs ROW have the opportunity to progiesi at tlieir 
own pace mnd graduate befoie their dass through a new 
experimental learning pragram being offered at FSU. 

Curriculum of Attainments, the first program of its kind 

in the country, awards baccalaureate and masters degrees 
without regard to the antount of time spent by the student 
lo achieve them. 

The program, which is headed by Gar\ W. Peterson of 
the Center of Instructional Design, lets the student earn a 
degree by completing the required learning packages and 
pasting jury "trials" or examinations by faculty and local 
professionals. Mentors, who tutor the classes of IS to 25 
students, help to prepare them for the jury examinations. 

"Our students seem to get more out of it," Peterson said 
of the 125 enrolled in the attainments program. "The 
students feel the programs are harder than the normal 
courses, but feel they get a better education." 

Peterson, whose job is to make the COA "operational," 
said the program costs the same as would a quarter hour 
course, but the main difference involves the jury 
exammation. 

"It's a pretty intimidating experience to be subjected to 
questions by faculty members," Peterson said. 

The program is the first of its kind and is funded under 
the auspices of the Department of Health. Education and 
Welfare. Peterson said, however, that the COA could be 
funded by the university if finances were available, but 
referred to the austerity practices of FSU as a nuyor 



obstacle for that expansion. 

Presently, the six undergradnate programs involved are 
Biological Sciences, Music, Nnraing^ Psychology, Religion 
aiKl Theatie. Two Masters pragnum. Ldsure Studies nod 
Urban and Regional Planning, are also available. 

Peterson credited John Harris and Daisy Flory for 
originating the program "with the idea of awarding 
degrees of attainment by juries." and added that COA 
"was started on a hunch and a concept." COA has been 
functioning since last year and, according to Peterson, 
"it's in a highly experimen>al phase. We're trying to 
perfect it and find any pitfalls that might exist." 

Reaction to the COA has been favorable from both 
faculty and students, but some problems have arisen. 

"Some instructional packages weren't developed enough 
and some students were disappointed," Peterson said. 
^Tacuhy attitude was sometimes very conservative bat 
faculty members in the COA don't want to teach any other 
program." 

Richard G. Rubino, department head for Urban and 
Regional Planning, pointed out that in designing COA, the 
department's general curriculum was reviewed and revised 

somewhat. 

"I feel very good about the program as it is," Rubino 

said. 

"If it's given a full try, COA has its advantages," 
Peterson said. "COA programs are intended at the outset 
to co-exist with the conventional, not to supplant it. 

*i can envision an entire university under this system," 
he said. *'I think it's a better way to go, I really do."

Most of the diplomas arc unclaimed because of 
indebtedness. Hollis said. Unpaid library fines, student loans 
and various other debts vsill keep a degree on "hold" and 
prevent a student from obiaming a diploma. One particular 
case Hollis said she remembers is that of an individjial "who 
just owed the university $.60 but still 'hasn't come in to pick 
up his diploma.** 

Written attempts ate frequently made to notify students 
who have aot received their degrees, according to Registrar 
Thomas Bomette. However, Bamette said that some of the 
addresses "are just not leachaUe.**

For over a year now, the 
Florida Public Emirfoyees 
Relations Commission has 
heen attempting to determine 
when to hold an election in 
which faculty members may 
choose a union to represent 
their interests. 

Unfortunately, much of the 
process has been reduced to 
political maneuvering by the 
unions, the United Faculty of 
Florida and the American 
Association of University 
Professors, and by the Board 
oi Regents. 

UFF has repeatedly charg- 
ed that the BOR has used 
.talHng tactics to put off an 
election as long as possible. 
The union's latest charge has 
>een leveled during an 
icademic year in which 
acuity members desperately 
leed union representation, as 
he financial status of the 
miversity system is destroy- 
ng quality education. 

According to UFF spokes- 
)ers()ns. the BOR has used $1 
nillion m state funds to 
inance an anti-collective 
)argaining campaign. The 
inion has threatened to take 
egal action against the BOR 
f no progress is made toward 
etting an election date 
luring next week's meeting 

.f reRC. 



However, director of 
Personnel and Faculty Rela- 
tions for the university 
system George Bedell issued 
a statement claiming that all 
fiinds have been eipended in' 
a "responsible manner*' and 
that the timing of UFF's 
"latest outburst'* is an effort 
to pressure PERC into taking 
action by distorting budget 
figures. 

If UFF can document its 
evidence that public funds 
are being expended to 
prevent an election for a 
collective bargaining agent, 
then it should take legal 
action whether or not 
progress is made at PERC*s 
meeting. Some investigation 
should be made to determine 
which side of the issue Js 
speaking the truth. It is hard 
to believe that the BOR is 
spending money in this 
manner while universities are 
struggling to keep from 
closing libraries and firing 
professors. 

Both the unions and the 
BOR should urge PERC to set 
an election date as soon as 
possible. After that time, 
berth sides will be able to 
leave bickering over an 
election behind and begin to 
ciMicentrate on what both 
sidesdaimtobe their highest 
priority — quality education.

►ahiv because it was a hard album to write and record. I 
nivsclf wanting to say one thing about it, yet am 
to say another. The reason. 1 suppose, for these 
and miaed feelings, is that when I first heard the 
im. and during subsequent listenings, I didn't like it at 
(it note, please, that those emotions were expressed 
m past tense. I now understand the album, what it 
,nd more imporUntly. why. and resultantly like it a

A first, it was hard to get past the two thing that made 
[dislike the album such a great deal: the mixdown and 
veals. Although Eddy Offord. the co-producer and 
efti rr of this album, and producer in residence with 
a fantastic sound man, he or someone has done a 
ill injustice to Steve Howe on the mixdown of 
uinnings. " For those readers who aren't quite 
tiically minded, the final mixdown is the process m 
h all vocal, instrumental, and other sundry tracks are

mto the grooves. The resultant sound produced from 
final mixdown of "Beginnings." while not as bad as a 
,t liootleg. is still very poorly done, and sounds rather

while others dominate on others, and the cumulative end 
sounds rather unprofessional. 

As stated earlier, the other characteristics of this LP thai 
I didn't particularly enjoy was the vocals. Although he does 
some good background "oooohs" and **aaahs'* witfi Yes. 
Howe doesn't have the voice to do an album with none 
other than his own present. I must adaut. however, that 
there are times in which the vocals sound good, but 
generally, he would have been better off hirii^ someone 
else to do the vocals for him. 

Other than that. I think this is a prettv good record. The 
title cut, ••Beginnings," doesn't thrill me at all, but the 
remaining cuts are ail done very well, instrumentally at 
least. 1 would like to mention individual cuts on the album, 
but this isn't an album about which that can be done 
easily. Opening with "Doors of Sleep, ' the album seems 
to flow from one cut to another without a t»eak, even 
though there are breaks between them. It's that kind of an 
album. All songs are obviously and completely (fifferent. 
yet there is such a harmony existing anKing them they are 
merged in the mind*s eye. 

As I said earlier. Howe is an excellent guitarist, probably 
the best classical-rock guitarist in the business, but with 
••Beghmings." he has shown how important he really is. 
That's because when one thinks of Yes one usually thinks 
of .Jon Anderson and his group. Well, that's a lot of bunk. 
This album shows that although the other four members of 
Yes contribute to the cumulative style. Howe's influence is 
dominant. The non -repetitive bass patterns, the discordant 
riffs, the racing lead guitar, the ••wall" of rhythm, and 
screaming pedal steel, aU characteristics that make up Yes 



music, are present on ' Bcgmnings. but in a manner thai 
savs verv clearK Ho\\e didn't borrow this style from his 
friends m the bank, it came as naturally as lakmg a bmth. 
This is not a Yes album, it is an album by Steve Home. 
And so are all the Yes albums. 

When asked abut the turning point in Yes's climb 
upward. Jon Anderson is always quick to reply "Steve s 
joining the%«id..." This comment from Anderson hiifKelf. 
and the musical sutements presented on " Bcginnuikis " 
have led me to the conclusion that .ilthough ihe 
compositions on Yes albums arc co written or 
group-written, it is laruely Howe's material. And that is 
why 'Beginnings" is imporunt. If you care.

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Candidates 
begin v6 
campaign 

Democratic Sen. Henry M. Jackson opened his 
presidential primary campaign in Boston yesterday by 
attaclcing President Ford's competence, calling him "a nice 
guy" who cannot handle such issues as getting the Soviets 
out of Angola. 

Democrat Terry Sanford. meantime, kicked off his New 
Hampshire primary campaign with a call for full 
employment economic policies. Republican Ronald Reagan 
stumped New Hampshire in ski togs, while Democrats 
Morris Udall, Birch Bayh and Fred Harris worked fot 
support in the Midwest. 

Jackson opened his bed for victory in the March 2 
Massachusetts primary with a news conference in Boston's 
historic Faneuil Hall. He said the major campaign issue 
will be lack of public confidence in America's political 
leadership - Ford was his example. 

"President Ford is a nice guy, but we need more than a 
nice guy to be president," Jackson said. "He's simply not 
effective... 

"Even the Republicans understand the possibility that 
President Ford is not going anywhere," Jackson said with 
a grin and the thnmbs-down gesture. 

He said Ford is not using all his "trump cards'* to force 
Moscow out of Angola and Africa. 

"The U.S. has a lot of trump cards they apparently don't 
want to use," he said. "The- Russians need food and 
technology and a lot of things we have and they want. We 
ought to hard bargain with them. That's my idea of 
detente... 

"All the superpowers should get out of Africa and 

Angola." 

The Angola policy statement was becoming a major item 
for presidential contenders as campaigning got stronger for 
the Feb. 24 New Hampshire primary and Massachusetts. 

On Monday, in a speech to the American Farm Bureau 
Federation in St. Loub, Ford refected suggestions he 
pressure tlie Soviet by threatening to cot off U.S. g^un 
supplies. 

Reagan opened his New Hampshire primary drive the 
same day by saying Washington should tell the Soviets to 
get out of Angola or "have us to deal with." 

Yesterday. Reagan campaigned in sub-zero weather in a 
green ski parka and ski pants, shifting focus to his 
proposals for reducing federal control of social and welfare 
programs. 

John Sears, his national campaign director said Reagan's 
controversial proposal to give the states authority over $90 
billion m fiederal social programs was '*a general estimate 
that could be examined.. .It's not a magic number." 

In Concord, N.H.. Sanford, the president of Duke 
University and former governor of North Carolina, called 
Reagan's budget paring proposal "a bunch of nonsense" 
and called for emphasis on fullrcmployment policies.

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Turlington sees 

admission cuts

As many as %,000 pt ople will be denied 
university or community college schooling in 
Florida next year unless the state's 
education system receives more money. 
Fducation Ct)mmissioner Ralph Turlington 
warned yesterday. 

But Gov. Reubin Askew vowed to cut state 
spending, not increase it. 

**Your schools. Governor, are not crying 
wolf/* Turlington said in an appeanaoe 
before budget hearings conducted by Askew 
and Lieutenant Governor Jim Williams. 

Turlington said 21,000 people may be 
turned away from the state's nine 
universities. In addition, he said, state 
community colleges could deny entrance to 
75.000 more. 

Turlington said ;he quality of education 
will suffer without a 9.8 per cent budget 
increase for schools, colleges and 
universities. He is proposing a $1.62 billion 
budget for 1976-77, an increase about 
$200 miBion over this year's bndg^ The 
increase, he said, would only offset inflation. 

But Askew indicated that he intends to 
slash $1 billion from the over $3 billion in 
state money being sought by state agencies 

for next year. 

Askew said 1975 was "the most difficult 
year financially Florida has had since World 
War 11" w ith the Cabinet forced to cut state 
spending twice. 

''ThereisnowiQrthe people of Fkiiiida can 



afford an hicresse of neaiiy a MItton dollars 
in state spending," Askew said. "Our task 
must be to hold the Ine even ti^iter than we 
did last year." 

Williams, who serves as Department of 
Administration secretary and oversees 
preparation of the budget, had no sympathy 
for Turlington's plea for increased funding 
for education. 

"I just can't let it pass without reflecting 
that there was a 1.3 per cent increase in 
stiHlents during the last year and over a 9 per 
cent increase in dollars, state and focal," he 
said. 

He added that focal property taxes netted 
$59 million more than expected for sdiools. 

Turlington said the extra tax revenues 
"kept the K-12 (kindergarten and public 
scho<^ls) program viable this year." but 
warned that local governments arc already 
taxing at 98 per cent of their abiluy for 
schools now. He said there will be no tax 
revenue windfoll next year. 

While people win be turned away Iron 
nniversltfos and community ooU^ies wbmX 
year, dasste in pnbfic schools wfll become 
larger. Turlington said, because Florida 
cbildren cannot be denied schooling. 

"There will be a further lowering of 
morale among teachers and faculty 
members who teach children and ycvang 
people." he said. "The result will be a 
dulling of the enthusiasm, the inspiration 
and the creativity so essential to creating a 
healthy envirooment for leamiag.'* 



Mudra firing attacked, defended

end of the season. 

•It was strictly a matter of dollars. FSU's 
football program couldn't afford any fin a ncial 
losses at all." Beaudoin sakl. "h was fiscally 
hanging on the ropes." 

Questions also remain about how many years 
Mudra will be given oonpeBsatkMi. Betudoia said 
**FSU understood it to be one more year, while 
Mudra feels there is a two year agreement." 

Andy Miller, director off the Seminole Boosters, 
said "most of the money was raised with the idea 
that it be used to pay up the contracts of Mudra 
and his coaches, and money not used for these 
purposes would be returned lo the contributors." 

"There were a few unrestricted funds with the 



money all going to the Athletk departaMt.'* he 
said. "Jim Smith made an nnrestrioted 

contribution." 

Smith, a prominent Tallahassee attmney, was 
one of the leaders of the alumni group who sought 
the dismissal of Mudra, and sources have 
indicated that he was instrumental in getting 
Mudra fu'ed. 

Mffler said he was "not ane, but thought that 
the FSU Foundatkm, the gift receivfa^ vefafcle for 
FSU, received the joaut^y first as a special 
account. None of the money came through the 
Seminole Booster fund — and turned it ail over to 
the Athletic department."

Politics affect student regent 



Mudra contributors 
should be exposed 

Aside from the fact that FSU could have used the $95,000 
raised to pay off Darrell Mudra's contract for academic 
purposes, simply by allowing Stanley Marshall and Mudra 
to switch jobs, practically no solid informatioii is available 
on the cttcumstanccs of Mudra's firing. 

Chatnnaa of the Athletic Committee John Bridgers has 
said the money was contributed by 70 people and that a 
brge nomber of the u wUibnt iom were onder $100. If this is 
true, then k is obvioos that a few peopte w^ a lot of moi^ 

have managed to fire a state employe. 

A list of those who contribiited to the fond has been 

denied because the FSU Fottndaticm, Inc. is a private 
corporation and is not required to make publk who 
contributed and how much. 

It seems that Darrell Mudra was fired with laundered 
money from a private source. If the deal were made on the 
level, as Bridgers claims, then there is no reason for 
withholding the names of contributors and how much they 
paid to have Mudra fired. 

Some sources have claimed that a bit more than $95,000 
was raised, although Bridgers insists that this is the correct 
figure. It seems the onty plausible reason for Bridgers 
reporting a lower sum than was actually gathered is that 
someone is being paid off for services rei^tered. 

No matter whpt the correct figure collected is, only 
$60,000 will be expended to pay off Mucte's contract, it has 
not been made dear how tii^ remaining $35,000 will be 
spent. 

Bridgers public relations tactics will not answer the 
questions being asked by the university community. The 
only way in which the vague story of Mudra's firing can be 
accepted is by releasing a list of every contributor to the 
funds and how much each paid to take him off the payroll.

Mysteries of 
climate explained 



Famine in Africa, lost harvests in Russia and deadK 

tn^Hoons in the Orient attest to a turn for the worse in the 
world's climate. With the plague of chronic food shortages 
threatening to engulf the world, weatt^r forecasts for the 
decades ahead are urgently needed. 

"I he Weather Machine." a two-hour science special 
CO produced by WNFT. the BBC and broadcasting 
oi gani/ations in Holland. Sweden, Germany and Canada, 
examines the conditions which cause variations in climate — 
the most ommous of which is the potential abrupt end to the 
current interglacial period of the past 10,000 years. The 
special wiB be p te ien t e d Jan. 12 and 14 at 4 p.m. on Chaanel 
II. WFSU-TV. 

I he special, which took more than a year to make, takes 
viewers to the ootpotts of diio ov ei y as k seeks, aromid the 
worid. the latest knowledge IB a fMctnatuig fidd of reseMch. 
Film crews in Hong Kong. Amsterdam, Greenland, Senegal, 
- (MciBawa. the Niger. Peru, Stockholm, Truk, England, Japan, 
New Delhi and the United States search for clues to the 
mystery of weather and the massive madune oi ak and 
water, powered by the sun. that makes it. 

Included in the extraordinary footage are films of the birth 
of the tornado that leveled Union City. Okla., in 1973; the 
world's most unusual weather stations — amid the clouds 
above Mt. Fuji, in Japan — where radar can detect a typhoon 
approaching from more than 500 miles away; and £1 Nino, a 
strange current that swirls its way across the coast of Peru 
every year at Christmastime. 

Looking for past variations that may suggest tiie future 
course of our climate, •'The Weather Machnie" analyzes 
snow that fell 1 ,400 years ago and, until last summer, had 
been deeply imbedded beneath the Greenland ice. The 
heavy-oxygen content of the snow reveals what the weather 
was like thousands of years ago. Related research, which has 
led certain scientists to believe the earth's warm cycles 
usually last only 10,000 years and that we've now reached the 
end of such a cycle, is also explored. 

From a breathtaking vantage point, 11,000 feet up the 
flank of the Manna Loa volcano in Hawau, the program 
illustrates how the cabon-dionde content of the air has been 
increasing dramatically over the past 15 years. Some 
scientists feel that the increase is the result of man's 
polluting the atmostphere and is actually causing the planet 
to heat up. 

On a somewhat less esoteric level, the program presents, 
in plain language, how meteorolgists, using balloons, 
satellites and computers, observe and forecast the day to day 
weather with growing precision. But the vagaries of the 
weather machine tax the human intellect and the most 
powerful computers when it comes to so much as a two-day 
forecast. 

At the U.S. National Center for Atmospheric Research, 
meteorologist CecU Letth is show using what is called the 

Monte Carlo' ' method of predicting the weather—taking an 
average of eight different possible forecasts. "A forecast is 
pretty much of a gamble. " saysLeith. ** We have to hedge our 
bets."

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Budget proposal cut 



I A ASHINGiON — President Ford >esierday told a 
( ahmet meeting that the federal budget he will propose for 
rhf 1 977 fiscal year will drop below the $395 billion figure that 
A as previously predicted. 

Ford also predicted a iNUanced federal bttdget by fiscal 
year 1979 under liis ptens. 

Budget Director James T. Lynn forecast at the same tine 
that some of the dedfions involving budget cuts "wiU brta^ 
screams of protest from special interest groapt.** 

Ford did not specify the budj^et figure he will submit to 
C ongress on Jan. 21. But White House Press secretary Ron 
Nrss( n fold reporters that the cuts would be across the board. 

Asked what spec ial interest groups would protest, Nessen 
said, "probably all of them." 




At the opening of the meeting. Ford said there had been 
"very good cooperation" in putting together the budget. 

"At the outset, it Icxjked like an impossible job." he said. 
' ' But due to cooperation, we are going to end up with a figure 
under S^95 billion." 

Ford also said that if Congress approves a $28 billion tax 
cut. the deficit next year will be $40 billion to $44 billion. 
**And that ain t peanuts.** the President added. 



Nazis hiding in U.S. sougiit 



VIENNA, Austria — Nazi hunter 
Simon Wiessenthal said yesterday he 
has tracked down scores of war 
criminals hiding out in the United 

States. 

Wiessenthal said his Nazi Dcku- 
nicntation Center has uncovered 
cMdence that some 70 former Soviet 
citi/ens living in the United States are 

anted for World Wtf II crimes. 

He said he plans to meet neit week 
with a representative of the U.S. 
Justice Department to press his 
campaign to bring Nazi war criminals 
in the United States to trial. 



He said he wants the United States to 
strip the suspects of their American 
citizenships and extradite them to the 
Soviet Union for war crimes trials. 

Wiesenthal. who has traced down 
3.500 Nazis since World War 11, said he 
has stopped looking for war crinunals 
in Austria because local coiirU ahvi^ 
aquit tiiem. 

"It is senseless to continue the 
search for Austrian Nazis," he said. 
**lt leads to nothing.*' 

Wiesenthal said he plans to move his 
headquarters in downtown Vienna to 
an office a block away because of 



neighbors' fears of possible terrorist 
attacks. 

"Some of the neighbors got 
threatening letters like myself,** he 
said. **The owner of the house then 
asked me to leave. Meanwhile, we 
found a new office and will continue to 
operate from there." 

Wiesenthal recently touched off a 
confrontation with Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky when he accused Friedrich 
Peter, head of Austria's right-wing 
Freedom party, of being a member of a 
Nazi SS extermination unit during 
World War II

Western Kentucky brings what Florida State coach Hugh 
Durham calls "the best fast break basketball team in the 
cou ntrv " to TuUy Gym tonight to face the Seminoies in a 7:30 

matchup. 

The high-scoring HUitoppcrs arc averaging over 91 points 
a game — and against some stiff competitioB. TMr tloee 
losses have come to Duke (111-90), North Caroliiia State 
(110-98). and USaile (104-100. in overtime). 

The Seminoies wii! be looking for their seventh victory 
against four defeats, coming off a seventh-place finish In the 
Far West Classic in Portland. Ore. 

Florida State has fashioned its 6-4 mark in much the same 
manner as Western— with three of the four losses coming to 
ranked teams. The Seminoies have lost to Indiana, Alabama, 
and Washington, rate No. 1. 8. and 13 respectively. 

The Hilltoppers bring in four players averaging in double 
figures. Senior guard John Britt leads the way with a 20.1 
per game mark . He is followed by James Wllfloa. a 6-5 senior 
forward, at 17.1. 

Western is hitting 48 per cent from the field, and put up an 
average of over 75 shots a game. Following Britt and Wilsoo 
m scoring are Chuck Rawlings (15.1) and hfflte Warner, a 
senior out of Tallhassee Rickards Ifigh (10.1 . 

For Florida SUte. averaging 76.7 pobits a game, David 
Thoni|»son leads the way with a 13.0 average. Harry DavU is 
next at 11.9. followed by Larry Warren at 10.3. 

While the Hilltoppers are obviously a run and shoot, high 
scoringteam, their defense has been shaky. Opponents have 
averaged 88.9 points a game, and have topped the 100 mark 
twice this season.

Chandler said "the apprmdmately $1 per hour increase** 
ould raise the BOR's fee schedule to a level where students 
ill pay for 30 per cent of their educational costs. SUS 
tudents currently pay 28.75 per cent of these costs. 

Stating that "by Feb. 1 . the ROR will know what the exact 
ncrease wUl be, ' Chandler termed the $1 figure "a very 
tTinite possibility." 

"By March 1, we will submit the proposal to the 



legislature/' Chandler said. 

President Stanley Marshall said that, while he knew a 
possible mcrease had been discussed. "Chandler must know 
soflMthing 1 don't." 

"My view of any such increase is that it would be highly 
regrettoble." Marshall said. "We ought to resist increases, 
because if we don't, we will be pricing Ugher education out of 
the range of the average student." 

Stating that he does "realize that increasing costs must be 
met, " Marshall said. "1 hope the legislature will adequately 
fund higher education in this session. I would hope the 
increase will be deferred until after we've given a good run at 
the legislature."

The BOR doesn't want collective 
bargaining at all, contending that such 
a thing is "inappropriate ki higher 
education." not to oMntion the fMt 
that collective barsaiidng threatens 
BOR authority to set wages, benefits 
and the like. 

UFF and AAUP. of course, are both 
fighting for the change and the chance 
to become the major bargaining agent. 

PERC's job in all this is to mediate 
the conflicts.

the disputes have been worked out. 

What remains is determination of 
the bargaining unit, or who can be 
represented by the bargaining agent. 
Only then can an election date be set. 
The employes included in the unit wiU 
choose between the UFF, AAUP, or 
"no agent." 

Various groups such as the kw 
school fmlty, the health center facutty 
and the engineering faculty have 
petitioned to have their own individual 
bargaining agents. The BOR is against 
the idea because, should collective 
bargaining come into existence, the 
regents want as few groups as possible 
to contend with. 

The UFF. however, wants to exchide 
the petitioners from the bargaining 
unit, for fear that they wovid otherwise 
vote against having an agent at all. The 
AAUP has been fence-straddling on 
the subject. 

The commission will meet Tuesday 
and will presumably hear testimony 
from each group about who should and 
should not be represented. Represen- 
taiives of the three groups plan to meet 
before then and attempt to work out an 
agreement. 

Once the bargaining unit is 
determined, either by mutual 
agreement or PERC fiat, the stage will 
be set for the climax. And the 
will be up to the employes.

State criticized for stop on loans

Several FSL officials have blasted the sute 
Dcpanrncfii of Education for watting until late 
December to send stndeiits refectkm notic^ 
teUing them that the defMitment had run cot of 
money and that no additional funds would be 
avatlaMetmtfl July 1. 

Ernest Smith, adminstrator of Student 
Financial Aid for the Department of Education, 
claimed that the state simply exhausted the $11 4 
million allotted by the legislature for the program 
and had no alternative hut to cancel loans for 
approximately 2W) students in the state of 
Florida for the remainder of the academic year. 

FSU officials, however, say that they believe 
there arc available funds within the department to 
help students, but because of the SI 1.4 mfflion 
celling, the money can't be touched. 

Edward Marsh, director of Financial Aid at FSU, 



sa id . " It is my understanding that there is not a lack 
of dollars in the state, but the ceiling, which is 
preventing the further disbursion of money." 

Mdirsh explamed that, early in the fall quarter 
there had been concern that the program was 
running out of money, due to the New York City 
financial crisis, which prevented the state from 
selling student loan revenue bonds. He said, 
however, that once the monetar>' crisis in Nev% 
Yorlr. improved the state was able to sell the 
bonds, until "out of the blue, came the ceiling." 
According to Marsh, his office knew nothing 
about the new restriction until students presented 
letters from the Department of Education 
indicating they had reached the ceiling and that no 
more funds would be made available. He added 
that, despHe tha ceiling, a wmver coM be 
obtained tinoagh a legisbrthfe vote, but said it is 
doubtful a special sessaoo win be caUed to vote OB 



the issue. The regular session does not begin until 
April. 

Board of Regents Corporate Secret a r\ Hendrix 
Chandler said he knew nothing of the cancellation 
of loans and could offer no solutions to the 
problem, since only the legislature can approve 
additional allocations. 

Paul Schnitt. Gov Reubin Askew 's press 
secretary, said he was not aware of the problem 
and that no formal request has been made in 
regard to scheduling a special legislative session. 

Students at various campuses are staging 
rallies protesting the cancellation of loans aad 
Student Goveniment leaders throughowt the ftaie 
are expMng the possibility of diverting other 
funds.

Chandler said Reagan is "very well organized** hi Florida 
and gives him an "excellent" chance of winning the Florida 
Republican primary in March.

Crews said a $6000 to $7000 salary is adequate for his 
position under the present form of government in which city 
and county commissions operate separately.

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Financial aid crisis 
must not be ignored 

An estimated 2500 students v^ill be unable to return lo 
classes throughout the university system this quarter 
because their loans have been cancelled, despite promises 
from the state that the money v^ould be available. 

Althouj^h hrnesi Smith, director of Student Financial Aid 
for the Department of Education, said the stale was unable 
lo sell student loan revenue bonds and therefore cannot 
spend additional money for the rest of the fiscal year, 
director of FSU financial aid Edward Marsh indicated the 
bonds were sold. 

Three FSU administrators daim the money is avaUable, 
but that it cannot be used because the state has an $1 1.4 
million ceiling on funds which may be used lor loan 
purposes. 

Apparently no one involved in the financial aid problem 
knows for certain whether or not money is available. It 
seems that most administrators who should have been 
aware of the shortage did not know of the problem until the 
first days of registration, w hen students complained about 
the cancellation of their aid. 

If it IS true that the student loan revenue bonds were sold, 
then the only v\ ay in which those funds could be disbursed is 
by changmg the Sll .4 million ceiling set by the state. This 
can be done by calling the legislature into special session, 
according lo Smith. 

However, no formal request for a special legislative 
session has been made. Paul Schnitt. press secretary to 
Go\ A skeu f1 r St heard of the fmancial aid crisis yesterday, 
as did BUR Corporate Secretary Hendrix Chandler. 

A demonstration was held at the University of Florida this 
week in protest of the financial aid shortage, but it seems 
that state and university officials have a less than 
sympathetic attitude toward the inability of students to 
attend school. 

it is interesting to note that the university system can 
generate enough suppon to build multi-million-dollar civic 
centers and that alumni can raise enough money to fire a 
coach, but no one knows where to find the cash to fmance 
nearly 2500 students' education. 

No additional financial aid will be available until July 1. 
unless a special legislative session is agreed upon by the 
Governor, thv President of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the House. If these officials ignore students* educational 
needs, they should be reminded <rf their actions at the poHs.

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Chou En-lai is dead 



HONG KONG— Chinese Prcrnier Chou En-lai died 
yestcfday at the age of 76. the official New China News 
Agency reported from Peking. 

Chou, who had served as premier since formation of the 
Peoples Republic of China, died of cancer, the agency said. 
He had suffered from a series of heart attacks in recent years 
and had turned over most of his duties to Vice Premier Teng 
Hsio-ping. 

It was Teng who carried out the recent inconclusive Peking 
talks with President Ford. 

Chou was one (rf the founders of the Chinese Communist 
party in the early days of the revolution that overthrew the 
Manchu Dynasty. 

Although known as a handsome and suave diplomat, he 
also was a member of the assassination squads that fought to 
the death with members of the late Nationalist President 
Chiang Kai-shek's Kuomintang in the streets oi Shanghia in 
the 1920s. 

Communist party Chairman Mao Tse-tung conceived the 
major pohcy Hnes for what he called the ' 'New China, ' ' but he 
relied on Chou to carry them out. 

Few men of modem times weathered as many political 
storms and earned as much respect from friend and foe alike 
as Chou. 

In a series of power stuggles in the Forbidden City 
following the Communist takeover on the Chinese mainland, 
Chou skilfully played off feuding factk>ns against each other.

He probably had as much exposure to foreigners as aH 
other top Chinese leaders combined. And he was as adept at 
dealing with foreigners as he was in manipolatiog €actk»t at 
home. 

Almost everyone who ever spent any time with Chou came 
away captivated by his charm, intelligence, wit and energy. 

"He is a quick and clear thinker with a most pleasant 
personality and a nice sense of humor, ' ' British war hero Lord 
Mongomery said after meeting Chou on a 1960 visit to 
Peking. 

"Ahogether he is a very intelligent and likeable man, with 
charming manners." 

Scores of others — ranging from President Richard M. 
Nixon and Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to 
newspaper columnist James Reston — gave the same reading 
when Chou was in the twilight of his years. 

A quarter-century earlier American journalist Edgar 
Snow, in his book * 'Red Star Over China, ' * wrote of "a kind of 
magnetism about him that seemed to derive from a curious 
combination of shyness, personal charm and complete 
assurance of command."

President Stanley Marshall " 'commissioned" the 
private fund-raismg drive that led to the dismissal 
of head football coach Darrell Mudra. the Orluido 
Sentinel Star reported yesterday. 

Sentinel Star sports columnist Larry Guest said 
that on or aboot Dec. IS, Marshall told TaOahassee 
attoncy Jim Smith he would Ive Mudra if Smith 
cotttd raise SI 10,000 and lure a **name coach" to 
take the FSU coaching job. Smith eventually 
gathered $96,000 and Mudra was fired Jan 4 

Marshall issued a statement angrily denying the 
Sentinel Star's allegation and ihreatening legal 
action agamst the newspaper. 

"Anv allegations that 1 either sanctioned' a plan 
to oust Coach Mudra. or 'commissioned' a fund 
drive of any kind are absolutely not true,** Mar^aH 
said. "I am consulting with the university attorney 
about the possibility of legal action." 

Guest said he based the story on **the 



revelations of three prominent FSU supporters" m 
l ailahassee. Jacksonville and Tampa. Guest wrote 
that the supporters said they were approached by 
Smith, who asked them for coutrtbutions to buy up 
Mudra 's contract if a big-name coach could be 
found to wplac e him. 

Smith, a reoaiil appoiutM to the FSU adilodc 
committee, released a statement of his own. 

"1 categorically say there is not a grain of truth in 
that statement. He (Marshall) did not know about 
the cffon before I began raising money. Somewhere 
along the line, he knew." 

Smith said that late in the football season, he 
"expressed dissatisfaction with the football 
program. But there was not ever a prior agreement 
or arrangement that if I could raise the money, he 
would make the change.'* 

Mudra. who coached the Semmoles to a 4-18 
record in two years, could not be reached for 
comment yesterday.

A second recruitment survey of 630 major employers was 
conducted by the College Placement Council in Bethlehem, 
Pennysylvania. That survey reported that overall hiring will 
remain approximately the same as last year. 

One severely depressed area of employment, according to 
the College Placement Coancil. is the federal government, 
which is projecting a 14 percent drc^ in civil service qienings 
this year. 

Both studies stated that those areas in which college 
graduates are in the greatest demand are engineering, 
geology, banking, public accounting, business management, 
finance and insurance. 

The lowest demand for employes is in the liberal arts, 
mathematics and the physical sciences. 

Women and black college graduates have the greatest 
opportunities for employment in 1976, according to the 
Endicott survey. Emptoyers conUcted said they plan to hire 
45 per cent more women and blacks this year than last. 

Another positive sign reported is that starting salaries are 
pf«dioed to iacreaM from two to sii per cem over last year for 
allege graduates. 

One suggestion given by employers for making graduates 
more employable is that thev seek work experience in 
business. Students were urged to 'clarify their career 
objectiNcs and have a basic understanding of the world ot 
business " 

Liberal arts majors uerc advised to have business-related 
and technical courses in their backgrounds. 

Several businesses contacted aroaad TaOhassce indicated 
1 hat the job situation for college students in this area is bleak .

PLO to join Arabs for 

UN debate on Middle 



UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (UPl) — 
Arab powers including the Palestine 
Liberation Organization are gathering 
their diplomatic strcnyth for their 
greatest assault yet againsi Israel in 
the United Nations. 

The PK). in us chief diplomatic 
accomplishment to date, has sent its 
foreign policy adviser. Farouk 
Khaddoumi. who will sit for the first 
time in the U.N. Security Council today 
for a debate on the Middle East. 

Israel has vow^d to boycott the 
Council session because the PLO was 
mvucd. 

Israel ordered a specisd alert at 



airports sesterday. fearing Arab 
guerrilla attacks designed to provide 
what one police »o«rce called 
"background music" for the debate. 

Syria, the most vocal advocate of the 
PLO's cause. Insisted in November 
that it woujd not approve a renewal of 
the U.N. peace-keeping force in the 
Golan Heights unless i Middle bast 
Council debate was held with the PLO 
present 

The PLO has insisted it could not go 
to the Geneva peace talks — dormant 
since 1973 — because they were based 
on U.N. Resolution 242 wWch nwde no 
mention of the Palestinians* political 
rights, referring to the Patestimans 



only as refugees. 

The rescrfutkMi. adopted after the 
|%7 Middle East war. calls for Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied Arab 
territories and affirms the right of 
ever\ state, including Israel, to secure 
borders. 

The United States has hinted it 
would veto any Arab effort to amend 
Resolution 242. *- 

U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldhetm said last week it was 
UB^ely 242 would be modified but 
rather that a new resolution would be 
proposed recognizing the PLO s 
polteical sutus.

WASHINGTON (UP!) — te an unusual 
move, the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence is cooperating with the White 
House on proposals to reform and control the 
intelligence community.

Presidential adviser Jack Marsh is the 
White House official responsible for working 
on the legislation, the sources said. William 



Miller, chief of staff of the Senate select 
committee, and Charles Kirbow, assistant to 
vice chairman John Tower. R-Tex., have 
been conferring w ith Marsh and other White 
House officials, the Senate sources said. 

They said the Senate committee plans to 
introduce its own legislative proposals for 
controlling the intelligence community 
about Jan. 20. immediately after Congress 
returns from a month-long Christmas 
recess. 

Both Sen. Frank Church. D-ldaho. 
chairman of the Senate committee, and 
Tower are due to testify on behalf of the 
legislation at the Senate Government 
Operations Committee Jan. 21. 

One source on the Senate select 
con mittee who acknowledged the panel's 
cooperation with the White House argued 
that reforming the intelligence communtty

The BOR differs with the UFF and AAUP on 
several key issues induding whether the bargaining 
unit should iadude graduate assistaaU. In 
ad^tion, represenUtives of English, medical, law 
and agriculture faculties have petttkmed to obtatn 
their own bargaining agents. 

"We all got together and had worked out several 
options, but York wouldn't budge." one source 
said. "This is all part of the BOR's modus operandi. 
York just warned to tie things up by snafuing the 
whole deal.'* 

The sources refused to describe dctfils of the 

agreement. 

The UFF has frequently criticized the BOR for 
what it has described as "dilatory tactics** In trying 
to delay FEMC progress toward determining the 
bargaining unit. 

The labor organization threatened last week to 
sue the regents if nothing is accomplished in 
today's meeting. At that time. UFF President Sam 
Andrews accused the BOR of misusing $! million in 
public money to fight collective bargaining. BOR 
spokespersons denied the charge.

Florida and several other states are under court order to 
achieve greater desegregation of higher education 
systems. The Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare is supervising the desegregation. 



Florida's plan is centered on predominately Mack 
FAMU. 

"The board plan plainiy implies aibawriinn of 
FAMU into a predominately white naimrily, emulating

"Just for the first people who had their applications 
returned, it would take about $136,000. and we simply do not 
have that much capital available, Visko said. 

Problems began last week when the state Department of 
Education announced that, due to an exhaustion of funds, 
nearly 2.500 student loans had been cancelled and that no 
more money would be available unitl July 1. 

While several university olficiaN claimed the necessary 
monies were available. Department of Education 
spokespersons said an $1 1 .4 million ceiling had been set last 
year bv the legislature, and that there was no way to exceed it 
Without a vote of approval by the legislature. 

Another factor which forced a halt in SG s planning is the 
handling of distribution of the funds. SG had hoped to give 
the money to the Financial Aid Office for distribution. When 



state monies came through, the Ai&S funds would have been 
reimbursed. Visko said, however, that Financial Aid olfitials 
said the monev would have to be distributed by SG itself and 
that the students would be responsible for returning monies. 

Visko claimed that, due to untvcrsit\- poltc>\ this could not 
be done. 

"it seems that the only solution lies in the willingness of 
financial institutions such as banks around the sUte to come 
to the aid of the students of Florida." Visko said. He 
indicated that die State Council of Student Body Presidents 
will meet this week in Tampa to try to come up with other 
solutions to the problem. 

While Viskoclaims the onK i^ertain solution to the problem

A topic students usually seem mtete^ed in u astral 
projection, or cootroM spiritual eiit from the body. "This 
will be discussed in the classroom by people who have 
actually had out-of-body experiences.** Piatt said. 

Another implicit topic is the influence of the spiritual upon 
the ari*. Piatt said, adding that 'many great artists and 
writers have been in touch with a spiritual world beyond time 
and space." Piatt cJaims that Leonardo DaVinci was probably 
influenced by automatic writing, a form of spiritual telepathy 
that includes the reception of messages from "another 
level." 

"DaVinci was probably inspired by a number of oocntt 
subjects." Piatt said. "After all. he sketched detailed 
drawings of the mechanics of flight 400 years befbie the first 
airplane.** y 

Other proposed discussions include pyramid power, 
psychometry and alpha mind control. Piatt said. Students 
wishing more information can write P.O. Box 2664.

narking the beginning of the third century. 
FSU professor William Adams, executive director of the 
•mmission. said he hopes to enlist the support of Floridians 
tnakiny the celebration both meaningful and productive. 

Rather than regard it as merely another period of 
Niiuties. we hope the Bicentennial will encourage local 

tii[ir(>\(iiients in education and restoration of historical 
iiiiarks. and increase awareness of government 

, A rsst s, Adams said. 
I he Bicentennial Commission is receiving money through 

pari-mutuel funding, making Florida the largest recipient of 
uch funds in the country. Each county wBI have an appointed 
Action 76'* committee, which will be responsible for both 

he planning and implementation of community goals, 

Adams said. 

More than 125 official Rorida Bicentennial communities, 
.mipuses and military installations have been officially 
' oum/i(l bv the national Bicentennial Committee in 
^^asfim^ti)!!. The protjrani to be implemented in Florida will 
be .onsisieni with the three national themes proposed by 
C ongress. 

Hcritajje '7b will seek to honor events and places of the 
i^asi. Heritage projects are particularly high in priority in 
Rorida because of the state's role in U.S. settlement. 



Proposed projects include restoration of historic sites, as well 
as research and publication of local history. The courthouses 
in Wakulla and Bradford counties are presently being 
considered tor restorati(^n. 

The second theme will focus on programs in the areas of 
dance, drama, music and the arts. Parades and athletic 
events u iil be included. According to Adams. Festival USA 
will officially seek to celebrate "the richness of our culture 
and the uniqueness of our diverse backgrounds." 

Horizon '76 will seek to shape the future, drawing 
inspiration from the innovations of today and setting goals for 
future considerations. 

Prefects in the latter have taken on an unusual flavor. 
Adams said. A Bicentennial grant sponsored 80 retarded and 
handicapped Floridians who attended the Special Olympics 
in Michigan. Other grants have helped establish a bicycle 
safety center in Boca Raton, and plans to build a Black Florida 
Archives C enter at Florida A&M University have already 
gotten underway. 

One ut the major projects involves a three-trailer traveling 
exhibit, which is touring the state to presem a look at 
Florida's past, present and future. 

Wagon Ho. the Bicentennial wagon train pilgrimage to 
Pennsylvania. wiH travel from Polk City. Florida to Valley 
Forge, retracing parts of the country's expansion. Authentic 
replicas of prairie schooners drawn by horses over old trafls 
and dirt roads will be used.

The Ufi^ liatioRS Security Cmmca met yesterday aad 
for the first time, the Pakstioe Libetatiofi Org^tzatioe's 
diplomatic representative was allowed to attend debate oo 
the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Israel's ambassador has refused to i^goCiate with the 
PLO. but said he would uik y^irh Arab representatives. He 
has indicated thai debating vMth the PLO would be 
"negotiating our own suicide" and boycotted yesterday's 
Security Council session. 

Many Palestinians are homeless because of Israeli gains 
in the Middle East conflict. Israel has made it very clear that 
it is fighting for a homeland for its people; however, it has 
not negotiated with the Paiestinimis, who have had their 
homeland taken away. 

A lew months ago, Arab fiatioi» used the U.N. General 
Asseiirtily for the^ Mi'peace antics by spearheadsng an 
anti-Zionism resohttion, whsdi was an indirect ^tempt to 
censnie Israel. At thirt time, both the U.N. and Arab 
covntries were cri^cked for having a priority on stirring up 
controversy instead of looking for a peace settlement. 

Now that the Security Council has managed to stage a 
debate in which all those concerned with the Middle East 
conflict can discuss a settlement. Israel has over-reacted in 
its refusal to attend those sessions. 

Considering the behavior of both the Arab nations and 
Israel m the last four months, it seems the last thing that 
either are interested in is peace. No matter how diplomatic 
or fair the L.N. attempts to conduct negotiation sessions, its 
moves are hindered by the trivial rhetoric on both sides of 
the conflict. Even the United States has indicated it will 
block any move to expand the Palestinian role in future 
peace efforts. 

The PLO should be allowed to sit in on d^Nrtes wtridi wW 
determine the future of its people, just as the Arabs and 
Israelis are. If not. any peace settlemeirt w'tM be less than 
eipHaMe.

i hancc." Kaelinsaid. "That's not to say that 
J minority person should have gotten the 
job. but they should have had ample 
opportunity to apply." 



Acoorcfog to the Florida State Personnel 
Manual, it is "required that all 
Administrative and Professional positions 
be listed with the Recruitment and 
Employment Section . . . and remain open a 
minimum of three weeks." 

"The university violated its own plan by 
only having tht position open for eight 
days."

Rorida's population was an estimated 8.485.230 last July 
1 . the latest figures available, a 24.9 per cent increase from 
the 6.^91.418 population in 1970. 

The compound gro^nh rate, which economists use to 
estimate yearly growth, dropped significantly last year, 
however. It was 2.87 per cent compared to 5.05 per cent for 
dK 1970-74 period. 

DOA's drier coomnist. sad Florida has the 
MghrU growth rale la the conntry. trailing only 
Ariaona. ft is the fuleat gfoarint ilale in naniher of peofrie. 



Of the 67coanties. only Gadsden in Panhandle Florida did 
not have a population increase last year. Citrus County had 
the highest growth rate. 83.6 per cent. 

Ye iton said the nearly 3 per cent growth rate for the state in 
1975 is about normal aad sboukl ooirtinae for the next few 
years. 

"Three per cent is about what we had during the entire 

decade of the bO's. We think it's a more reasonable and 

sustainable rate of growth for the state than the 5 per cent of 
the early 1970 s/' he said. 

Yehon said fewer pec^le are coming to Florida because 
fewer jobs have hten available during the recession of 
1974-75.

Legislation which would require \cterans* educational 
benefits to he pai(i to FSl' instead of to individual students 
is under consideration h\ Congress. The measure is an 
attempt to assure that the monc\ would be used for 
educational purposes rather than for unauthorized 
expenditures. 

It is unclear just what "unauthorized expenditures'* 
constitute. The only thing that is clear is that the legislation 
would take the discretion forspending Gl benefits out of the 
hands of the recipients and place it with the university. 

Although it has been said by the director of the FSU 
Veteran's Affairs office that sending the checks to 
individual universities would cost less, it was indicated that 
the resulting procedure would be "rather bulky 
administratively." 

Fast experience at this university proves that any time 
the words "rather bulky administratively" are used, the 
cost of such a program will be astronomical. FSU is not an 
institution which can afford any extra bureaucratic costs, as 
this university already has enough problems financing such 
things as registration and presidential raises. 

Further, it is ludicrous for the Congress to consider 
taking over control of the expenditure of Gl benefits from 
veterans and giving it to universities. This action woukl 
allow the university to instruct beneficiaries of the Gl bill on 
how to spend their money. No university, least of all FSU, 
should be allowed such power. 

Veterans, just like other students, are struggling to 
balance budgets during the present economic crisis. 
Whether or not their benefits are spent on tuition or rent is 
of no concern to a university, as long as the veteran is 
attending school. 

When examined carefully, this legislative measure 
begms to look like another example of this government's 
nH)vc toward big-brotherism. If complete control over a 
person's life is not enough during the years he or she 
spends in the service, the government will make sure it 
controls his or her lifeecoRomically while a veteran is trying 
to receive an education. 

Congress should not pass legislation which would make 
universities the watchdog of veterans* spending. A study by 
the Veterans Administration has shown that the new 
system would cost taxpayers $4 million annually, and that 
money should be used for academics, not for an increased 
bureaucracy.

Standard/zed test advantage 



Editor: 

In a story by Stephen Cassal on 
page two of The Flambeau. 
Monday. Jan. 5. and again on the 
editorial page, appear articles 
critical of standardized testing in 
general.

Althoegh the position of head coach falls into the 
category which requires a three-week period of notice of the 
job opening, Bowden was hired eight days after Mudra's 
firing. The purpose of the guideline is to create a qualified 
applicant pool and to insure that women, minorities and 
people w ith Spanish sumames have an equal chance to fill 
the job opening. 

President Sunley Marshall is ultimately responsible for 
the enforcement of Affirmative Actioa gidddiaes at FSU.

Marshafl received a waiver from the 
Board of Begents for the three-week stipolation of the 
Florida Sute Personnel Manual. 

Vice Chancellor Steve McArthur claims the pool of 
applicants met the intent of the Personnel Manual, but FSU 
Operating Procedures insist that the "spirit and letter" be 
met in the hiring of employes. 

And if the purpose of circumventing Affirmative Action 
regulations to hire a coach as quickly as possible was to 
quiet controversy over Mudra's firing, those offidais 
involved have failed. A new coach does not answer 
questions concerning Marshall 'sinvoivement in the raising 
of funds to fire Mudra.

Florida lawmakers have failed 
during the last two legislative 
sessioas to provide the Florida 
citizenry with adequate or 



laws which caa be applied to 
paMic officials. This Is why 
Ckwcnor Askew is now ^■■nii^ 
i^on the people of Florida to sign 

the Sunshine (Financial Disclo- 
sure) Amendment petition so the 
question can be pat on the 
November ballot. 

The Sunshine Amendment 
provides a constitutional mandate 
forhill and public disclosure of the 
campaign and personal finances of 
piibfic ofBdsls. ft establishes a 
inunewofk for oonifict-ef-hiteiest 
iegislstioB. ft pfescribes aveaoes 
of enf orcement through fo rfe itui e 
of pensions and thraagfi ^ T Bvh p i 
of public trust. 

It also provides for enforcement 
of the constitutional mandate by 
an ethics commission with the 
power to conduct investigations 
and issue public reports. The 
amendment is consistent with 
coBstitatioaal language and 
oo^aa»thellei9>ility apprc^riate 
for a coatlitution. 

Its principal purpose is 
summarized in the prefooe to the 
amendment which attests: "A 
public office is a public trust. The 
people shall have the right to 
secure and sustain that trust 
against abuse. *^ 

The public officials who would 
be affected by the amendment 
iochMle the governor, lieutenant 
gsvemor, aMariiers of theTlorida 
CAinet, tlK legisiMie, eiected 
of the fMda SupreaK 
Court, county sheriifo, tax 
pnpeity WniMR. 
Florida's congressianal dele- 
gation and U.S. Senators would 
not be affected by the 
amendment. 

In Florida, the names O'Malley. 
Gumey, Dekle. Christian and 
remind citizens that 




without certain restraints, public 
office can be regarded by some 
officials as a public license instead 
of a public trust. The trust of the 
people caaaot be pur ch as ed; it 
anst be earned with good and 
honest govcnnnent PSssi«e of 
the Soashiae AsMndmeat w9 
help secure aad sastata the pnbic 
trust. 

Florida presently has a financial 
disclosure law. but the State 
Coordinator of the Sunshme 
Amendment. Jim Krog, explains 
how it is weak. 'Our current 
disclosure law requires public 
officials to disclose their sources of 
income, but only those which 
account formofe than five per cent 
of their totalinoonK. TheoiQcisI is 
not required to show even the 

appraihnato doOar amonnt of the 

source, only to list the soancgi la 
descending order of importance." 

It does not require net worth 
statements or even offer the 
alternative of filing copies of 
income tax returns. It does not 
even begin to tell the people about 
" ;re their public officials obtain 
or how they might be 
' the power of money 
in the making of public decisions. 

The underlying issue m the 
Sunshine Amendment, Krog 
feels. Is that of rnniBihniit m 
government. The Amendment is 
based on the J^ferMniaaideatfiat 
"when a man assumes a pnblic 
trust, he should consider hinnetf 
as a public propertv." 

"Those who would seek and 
hold public office should be willing 
to trust the people with the details 
of their campaign and personal 
fin ^ ^ita before they ask the 
g^'yfe to trust them with the 
rripnniiiiliiiiA of gofWM oii tf iit ' 
hesiqrs.

Tom Stephens portrays Jacob Engstrand, a salty, 
vulgar and crafty ex-seaman and the assumed-father of 
Regina.

But perhaps the most invigorating peffotmaiiee of the 
evening is rendered by Michelle Sommers as the 
vivacious Regina. She is brimmmg with the "joy of life" 
and Oswald sees her «i his means of salvation. He wants 
to suck her energy like *. sponge and when she turns away 
from him. he has no choice but to withdraw into a 
psychotic cocoon. He hasn't the strength to live for 
himself. Ms. Sommers' portrayal is fresh and vibrant, 
and her opening scene with Engstrand is the most lively of 
the play.

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Labor secretary 
quits in protest 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Labor Secretary John T Dunlop 
aa i w w ced yesterday he has resigned because President 
Ford's veto of a controversial construction industry bill 
destroyed his aspirations f<v labor- management cooperation 

in 1976. 

Dunlop. 61. a highly regarded economist and labor 
mediator who served in Ford's Cabinet less tfeoui a year, 
ezpecu to return to his teadung post at Hanranl Uoivefsity 
after Feb. 1. ifii lively sooceisor is chief fsdeial neiSator 
W J. Useiy. 

Ford, who reportedly tried to ^soonrage Dnnlop'/s 
resignation Tuesday night, accepted it "with very great 
reluctance" in a hi^biylaudatoty letter that made no mention 
of their differences over the vetoed bill. Labor and 
government leaders also lamented Dunlop's departure. 

Dunlop told reporters his resignation was not intended as a 
"protest" of Ford's veto nor as 'any reflection over my inner 
feelings." He said it reflected his 'sober conclusion" that 
the veto destroyed the "communications, confidence and 
trust" needed for cooperation between labor and 
management. 

"My d ecisio n reflects a p ro fessi onal judgmeirt as to what 
practicaHy and caaaot be adaeved this year," he said.

Thousands of postmen wearing red 
plastic badges bearing the letter M — 
for military — resumed mail delivery- 
s<x)n after King Juan Carlos signed the 
mobilization decree. 

But more than 2000 defiant 
p rot e st er s massed in front of postal 
headquarters hi downtown Gbeles 
Square, shooting ovt slogans calling 
for freedom, political amnesty and pay 



Riot police threw a 
the building and beat back the crowd 
with clubs and tear gas. The 



demonstrators tried to block rush hour 
tra£Bc by pushing sidewalk benches 
and parted cars hrto the streets. 

As helioopters hovered overhead, 
police fired dozens of smoke flares into 
the crowd. Several persons were 
detained as the demonstrMofs were 
dispersed. 

A week and a half of labor unrest has 
idled more than 200,000 workers and 
posed the biggest challenge to Juan 
Carlos, successor to the late 
Generalisimmo Francisco Franco. 

Spain's left-wing labor leaders have 
been increasingly outspoken since 
Franco (Bed. two months ago. The 
■nrest broke ont into open 
oonfroitfation Jan. S 
workers 
Madrid. 



The new government, which has 
promised to bring democratic reforms 
to Spain if the country remains 
peaceful, was forced to give major 
ooncesnons to subway workers. 

In his postal decree, Juan Carlos said 
all male and female post office 

employes over 18 years of age would be 
court martialed if they reftise to obey 

army orders. 

In the politically restive Basque 
provinces, separatist guerrillas kid- 
naped Jose Luis Arrasate. the son of a 
wealthy industrialist, and demanded 
$1.7 million in ransom.

Traveling evangelist George Smock was 
confronted by university officials 
yesterday in the Union and told that he 
would not be permitted to speak. 

"Although I'm 100 per cent supportive 
of what he's trying to do in terms of 
religion, 1 can't make Oiceytions to the 
rules just becanse he's a^ preacher." 
director of University locreatkm Bob 
Kimmel said. 

Refiising to leave the Union, and 
vowing to return today, Smock said, "I'm 
fully prepared to go to jail for the Gospel . ' * 
In previous conflicts with the authorities. 
Smock jsaid he has been escorted from the 
campuses of Middle Tennessee State, 
Miami of Ohio and the University of 
Tennes see at Knoxville. 

A foi mer university professor himsdf at 
WIscolisin State University, Smock 
compared his sitnatiaB to that fonid in the 
Book Of Acts, where he said authorities 
were stirred op by the spraking of 
disciples.

Marshall given 
shaky approval 
by BOR panel 



President Stanley Marshall received a 
vote of confidence from tiie Board of Regents 

Friday, but not without the firm 
understanding that the university's audit 
deficiencies must cease. 

Evaluation committee chairperson J.J. 
Daniel read a report which praised Marshall 
for his "dynamic leadership" while noting 
that Marshall "assumed office at a very 
difficult time with a divided faculty, some of 
whom have never been fiiUy persuaded'* 
that Marshall is the nian to run the 
university. 

Daniel departed from the text of the 
generally comphmentary report to look 
Marshall in the eye and say, "There is a 
segment <tf your faculty that is restive, and 
v.e encourage you to regain their 
confidence." Regents chairperson Marshall 
Criser said he could support the report only if 
Marshall was instructed to correct 
significant audit problems which have 
plagued the university for years. 

••I win vote fior the report of the oonuntttee 
with the condition that we, as regents, take 



the necessary action to 
deficiencies," Criser said. 
But Regent Marshall Harris wanted no 

part of condition recommendations. 

"I have trouble seeing how you can run a 
business if you can't manage the audit," he 
said. "It seems to me the chief executive of 
any institution would seek to document the 
spending of any funds under his control. 
What I want to know is, did these audits take 
Marshall by surprise? And if not, what did 
he do about it?" 

After voting to retain Marshall on the 
condition that he #ork with the BOR to 
correct these proMems, Matsludl askad the 
board for a clarification ci its action. The 
regents still weren't quite sure wlnt tfiqr 
had done. 

After some bickering, Criser said, ' 'This is 
not a conditional recommendation, this is a 
recommendation, with a condition at- 
tached." Criser's logic was lost on a 
roomful of spectators which laughed 
frequently at the proceedings. 

The matter was left so doody that 
Marxian thanked the bowd "for whatever it 
did today." ^ 



Cutback is approved

The Board of Regents 
approved a cutback on 
imivmity enrollment for the 
fafl qwvler, b«t left the way 
open to ease the enroOmeirt 
crunch if the state legislature 
appropriates sufficient funds. 

The emergency rule to 
cutback enrollment at univer- 
sities by 10 per cent of the 
current level was passed 
without discussion or dissent, 
and before a group of about 
35 students demonstrated 
briefly against the car- 
taimient. 

The oeffing on enn^ment 
will go Into effect immed- 
iate upon approval by the 
State Board of Education at 
its meeting tomorrow, but 
will be reviewed at the end of 
90 days. 

A spokesman at the 

University of South Florida, 



where the regents met. said 
that while the ceiling affects 
those students entering in uic 
fuB, it must go into effect 
immediately so the univer- 
sitfes can process the large 
volume of applications 
already on hmd. 

**Our concern is with the 
education of our students." 
said regents chairman 
Marshall Criser. "It's up to 
the legislature to provide the 
funding for that enrollment. 

'*A11 the board is trying to 
do is have all the tools at its 
disposal so that after the 
legislature finds the pro- 
grams, we can move ahead," 
Criser said. 

The regents said that after 
the level of funding has been 
determined by the legis- 
lature, which goes into 
session in April, the 
enrollment levels mandated 
Friday will be adjusted and

Students to meet historical giants

Imagine Sigmund Freud, Karl Marx. Benjamin 
Rush or Malcolm X appearing "live" on campus 
in the near future. 

These historical figures and others should be 
gracing the stage of Moore Auditorium by early 
next quarter as part of a project tentatively 
entitled **The Giants of Social Science.'* 

FoHowing the model of Henry Fonda's 
depktion of Carence Darrow and Hal Hc^bnxA's 
portrayal of Mark Twain, dramatic playlets are 
being prepared based on the life and theoretical 
concepts of historical "giants." 

Conceived as an interdepartmental venture 
between the Schotil of Criminology and the School 
of Theatre, the project is also soliciting 
contributions from other social science 
disciplines. As an alternative to the standardized 



criminology colloquium, the program seeks to 
repudiate the dry monotony of strictly academic 
presentations. 

"Exciting social science figures often seem dull 
when portrayed conventionally, so we've decided 
to bring them to life with the cooperation of the 
School of Theatre." criminolgy professor Alex 
Bassin said. "We ll be portraying historical giants 
as human beings rather than abstract symbols." 

According to Bassin. the project follows the 
example of a Berkeley professor who dressed 
himself in the costume of Sir William Harvey, 
discoverer of circulation in the blood, and found, 
thereafter, that his students no longer behaved 
like somnambulists in the classroom. 

Bassin. who is developing a playlet on the life 
and works of Sigmund Freud, said outstanding 



dramatic skill is not required to prepare an 
historically accurate script. "Good scripts must 
first of all make the characters come alive, and 
attempt to be historically true," Bassin said. 

It is hoped the composition will be ready for 
presentation to the Theatre School by Feb. I. 
Bassin said working manuscripts have already 
been submitted by criminology graduate and 
undergraduate students. 

In the presentation, historical figures are 
resurrected as though they were attending a 
university colloquium and, according to Bassin, 
response thus far has been excellent. 

About six playlets will eventually be performed, 
each lasting approximately an hour, and Bassio 
said students interested in submitting scripts 
should contact him in Room 161 Bellamy.

If "Stormbringer" represented their search for a musical 
identity, "Come Taste the Band" represents the identity 
that they have found within themselves. They no longer give 
me the impression that they are lost somewhere between 
rock and fonk. but rather that they have found a comfortable 
mche of their own between the Knes of demarcatioB. 
Aithough many might say upon Hstenmg, **That*s just 
rock,*' or "That's funk." I do not believe this to be true. A 
typical song from the album would have a fast paced, yet 
fiinky rhythm section, a searing lead-rhythm guitar and Jon 
Lord's ever changing keyboards to hold it all together. Then 
we'd have the vocals of David Coverdale and Glenn Hughes, 
who are now quite at home with some very strong and 
obviously professional voices, with more than just a little 
gospel influence evident. 

Agood exan^ of tills stylebftie piece entitled "GetUn* 
Tlghtat /' which is exactly what the band does. It moves 
along in a quick fiink pace, with rock overtones quite clear, 
then breaks in mid-stride into a very tight, down-to-earth 
fiink rhythm. My favorite song on the album, however, 
breaks from this style of funk-rock, and instead is a two part 
piece entitled "This Time Around - Owed to G." The first 
part is soul, the second part is rock.

Turlington says state must 
'hold up its end' of costs

Commissioner of Education Ralph 
Tiirfiitgtnn said yesterday he believes it 
is wrong to raise student tuition if the 
state doesn't "hold up its end" by 
raising dollar support to education. 

Turlington spent the day at FSU 
ansvvering questions from faculty and 
administrators. He used the op- 
portunity to iterate his call for more tax 
money for educatira. 

'*lf the people of Florida expect 
tuition fees to be adyosted, they should 
expect taxes to be adjusted," 
Turlingtoo said. 

The Board of Regents is considering 
a doUar-per-hour tuition hike for next 
year. 



Turlington said the state tries to set 
tuition at 30 per cent of the cost of 
educating each student. But. he said, 
the student actually pays much more 
than that. 

"Don't sell yourselves short." 
Turlington said. "When you consider 
what each one of you spends for rent, 
food, books aad transportatkm, you are 
paying by far the nuyority of your 



Turlington also said he concurs with 
the idea of limiting university 

enrollment next year. 

"1 think the greatest waste we could 
have would be a program which is not 
worthw hile for the student to be in." he 
said. "1 don't think we've reached that 



point yet. But our first priority has to be 
maintaining the current level of 
support. Basically, if we're gomg to 
expand, we need more money, so as 
not to deplete our quality." 

Turlington expressed little optimism 
for the immediate fatnre of state 
education in Florida. But he 
c o m m e nd ed eflofts to inform the 
public of education's plight, citing as 
example Chancellor E.T. York's 
"Report to the People" meetings. 

Turlington added that he thinks it is 
important for students to talk to their 
local legislators. Over the long run. he 
said, "persistence on a good issue — 
where you are basically right — will 
prevail."

It is now common for people to leave 
school, work for a few years, and then return 
to college. Veterans released from service 
take advantage of VA benefits to return to 
school, and many retirees^ employ 
nes^lv-found leisure time to continue their 
education. 



Bass pointed out that FSU is strongly 
influenced bv nearby state government 
agencies, and that many people are able to 
work while attending sch(X)l. He said a 
changing job market is also responsible for 
the return of older students, since many jobs 
have recently become obsolete. Plus, "a lot 
of people just get turned on by adding to 
thek degree," Bass said. 

Both Bass and Registrar Thomas Bumette 
ngieed there is no special advisement or 
special programs for mature students. 
Because Tallahassee is not a large 
metropolitan area with a heavy senior citizen 
population. Bass said night classes and other 
consideratii>ns are not presently available 
tor older students. 

"But as our numbers mcrease here at 
FSU. those kinds of programs win eveatualy 
have to be considefed.** Bass said. 

Mature studenU returning to ooHege often 
experience adjustment problems, according 



to William Wheeler, director of the 
University Counseling Center. Some older 
students have given up a career to return to 
school, while others simply fed "out of 
place." Wheeler said a considerable mimber 
of older students seek counseling, and added 
that older studento "often have femHy 
conrantments and a job, and this increases 
the normal pressures of attending school." 

Women may be more susceptible to 
adjustment difTicuIties. since Wheeler said 
he observed that his office deals more 
frequentiv with older women than with men. 
Women come back to school because their 
children have grown and left home, or 
because "it's something they've ahrays 
wanted to do." Wheeler said. For many. 
Wheeler said, a return to school signifies 
greater independence, with women in the 
teaching profession often rotuming to 
careers such as counseling. oi to add on to a

WASHINGTON (UPD— Capping a 
15-ycar controversy, the Fooid and 
Drug Administration yesterday 
banned the country's most wid^ used 
food coloring because of qnesticms 
about its safety. 

However, millions of food, drug and 
.osmetic products containing Red Dye 
.No. 2 which are still on store shelves or 
in warehouses will not be recalled and 
will be sold to consumers. 

FD.A Commissioner Alexander .M. 
Schmidt said the agency's latest study 
"cannot establish the safety of Red No. 



2. tadeed it raises a^un certain safety 
<pKstions. Furthermore we know of no 
results from any other studies that 
would rescue these questions.*' 

He referred to a repon 10 days ago 
from Dr. David W. Gaylor of the FDA's 
National Center for Toxicological 
Research which said ^he dye appears to 
cause a "significant increase" in 
malignant tumors when fed to rats in 
high doses. His study was given to a 
committee which FD.A set up to 
reevaluate the whole Red Dye No. 2 
question.

■'it has been st)nic tinie since students were involved in 
reported cases of prostitution." he admitted. " Prostitution 
is limited here because the universities make plenty of 
women available who don't have to sell their bodies to make 
a living." 

He acknowledged the eiistence of some male prostitates, 
**bvt most men involved are pimps for females, and get a 
cut of the profits.** 

TPD officers investigate all oonplatttts and check kmages 
and motels for any news about p r os ti tnt ion. If the owners 
have any knowledge of it and don't report the information, 
they can jeopardize their license. Beagles said. 

Penalties for prostitution convictions can involve bO days 
in the Leon County Jail, a $1000 fine or both, w hich he called 
*'a stiff enouj^h sentence for prostitutes not involved with 
organized crime.'* 

According to Beagles, "professional prostitutes can 
make over $100 per session, while others collect anywhere 
between $25 and $50 for their services over a time period 
made in an agreement between buyer and seller.*'

previous degree. 

While administrators acknowledge that 
FSU is not yet prepared to give mature 
students special consideration, educational 
services for returnees are expanding. 
Several special programs operate through 
the office of Mary Pankowski. director of the 
Center for Professional Development and 
Public Service, and herself a returnee to 
college. 

•Yi^u re never tcx) old to learn, and brain 
cells certainly don't deteriorate with age," 
Pankowski said. "Just because individnals 
haven't been in school doesn*t mean they 
haven *t been learning.** 

Pankowski said she believes older 
students are more goal oriented and less 
burdened by the usual problems that afflict 
younger students. 

"Students in their 40s or 50s don't have to 
worrv about finding a boyfriend or 
girlfriend." she said. 

After the initial shock of returning to 
sch<H)l.

over Christmas

FSU saved $29,000 in utilitv bills by shutting down 
non-essential buildings during the Christmas break, 
according to Ray Green, director ot Phvsical Plant. 

John Bussman. deputy direct»)r of Personnel and Faculty 
Relations for the Board of Regents, said savings for all nine 
state universities totalled $254,000. 

The savings at FSU could have been much higher, but only 
30 per cent of the buildings on campus were shut down 
because the others were needed for research and studying. 
Green said. 

Bussman called the statewide energy shut-off plan "a 
success** and said similar plans will be carried out in the 
future "as long as they don't hinder the educational 

process." 

"1 realize that some students were hurt bv buildings being 
closed doun. ' Bussman said, "but wc have to balance the 
social costs, and the bulk of the students was not affected."

Turlington 
denies any 
impropriety

Commissioner of Education Ralph 
Turlington has denied any improprieties in 
the Department of Education's leasing of a 
warehouse owned by one of Turlington's 
political contributors. 

The Tallahassee Democrat has reported 
that the Leon County Grand Jury would hear 
testimony about the method by which the 
DOE leased a warehouse owned by 
Tallahasseean Grace Dansby. who 
contributed $1250 worth of office space to 
Tnriington's 1974 election campaign. The 
space was used by Turlington's local 
campaign headquarters. 

Turlington said the lease agreement was 
"in full conformity with the regulations and 
the law — both in spirit and m fact. " 

Rep Harl Dixon. D-Jacksonville. has 
shown interest in the deal and has asked 
Turlington to testify next month before a 
House select subcommittee that is 
investigating the lease arrangements of the 
Department of General Sendees. 

Dixon is reportedly concerned about the 
narrow specifications of the DOR s bid 
request. The request specified that the 
warehouse be within two and a half miles of 
the Capitol and th.ii it face c ither Monroe or 
Adams Streets. The request also required 
the warehouse to be on land v ith mdustrial 
zoning and vMthir. the city limits.

19'^5 if university offices had used a 
sute leased, low-grade long-distance line instead of direct 
distance dialing. 

Sunoom. the stale-leased Hne. which allows state agencies to 
call anywhere m Florida through the nse of code numbers, 
provided in a special directory, costs $7 per hour, one-third 
less than the $24 per honr diarge lor direct kng-distanoe 

dialing.

The BOR gave Marshall a vote of confidence last 
Friday, but told him to improve the university s 
bookkeeping system. The regents voted after 
receiving an evaluation of Marshall s performance 
as president that pointed out "severe deficiencies 
HI the fiscal affairs" of FSU. 

evaluation was made by a committee 
..ns.st.ng ot Regents .l.J. Daniel and Chester 
K iLiuson. and former Regent Burke Kibler. 

I he committees report unanimouslyrocom. 
mended that Marshall continue as preside^ twt 
said he had been unable to soWe Ae many 
administrative and fiscal problems" that existed a 
FSU when he took the job. Rea said the fiscal 



troubles have existed tor years. 

"The symptoms have been there for a while.'* he 
said. "They showed up in the Auditor Generri*s 
report '* 

The state Auditor General*s office audtted FSU in 
1973, but the report was not released untB 1974, 

Rea said. . , 

"Part of the trouble in trymg to solve the 
problems is that such external audit reports are not 
released until nine to fifteen months after the last 
day ofthe fiscal year," Rea said. "Your awareness 
of the symptoms occurs so much after the fact that 
you can't keep ahead of them.'* 

Rea said the BOR has attempted to alleviate the 
problem by placing a 37-member auditing s^At 
universities throughout the SUS to provide dnrect 
input into the BOR offices. 

Scott Kent, FSU director of administrative 
services, said the university's fiscal troubles cannot 

be resolved quickly. . .. ^ -a 

**Working on them takes time, he said. 
**Meanwhae, financial services such as student 
loans have to be continued. Its hard to do both with 
the limited resources evervone has these days." 

Kent said the problems are "spread throughout 
the university." making it difficult and 
time-vonsuming to locate them.

Gov. Reubin Askew has called upon the people of 
Honda lo si^n the Sunshine Amendment petition so 
that the question of tmancial disclosure can be put on 
the November ballot. 

The amendment provides a constitutional mandate 
for full and public disclosure of the campaign and 
personal finances of public officials, establishes a 
framework for conflict-of-interest legislation and 
prescribes avenues of enforcement of the law through 
forfeiture of pensions and breaches of public trust. 

A financial disclosure law already exists in Florida, 
but it is essentially weak. The current regtilations 
require public ofiiclals to dlsdoie thek aomoes of 
income, but only those sources which aoooont for 
more than five per cent of their total iaoooie. Further, 
it do^ not require the offidal to expose the dollar 
amount of the source, only to list the sources in 
descending order of importance. 

As they have with the Equal Rights Amendment 
and education budgets, Florida legislators have 
failed to take progressive action on the financial 
disclosure issue. If their rationale for refusing to pass 
an adequate financial disclosure law in the past two 
legislative sessions has been to protect themselves, 
then the citi/enry of Florida has all the more reason to 
demand that such a law be passed. 

In the last few vears. Floridians have found that 
their elected representatives have an appalling 
attitude toward abuse of the trust of the people who 
have elected them. Ed Gurney and Floyd Christian 
are prime examples of the corruption which has

As the law now reads, officials who wish to 
maneuver around financial disclosure regulatioas 
may do so. Illegal campaign contributions and 
kickback funds received in political deals are still 
possible for those public officials corrupt enough to 
accept them. 

The preface of the amendment states: **A public 



office is a public trust. The people shall have the right 
to secure and sustain that trust against abuse."

College drug usage still high 



hi a 1973 snrvey conducted by 
Apalachee Commnmty Mental Health 
Services. 68 per cent of the college 
students sampled in the Tallahassee 
area reponcd mul^'rle drug use ai the 
time they were inicrv.ewed. 

Some 65.4 per cent admitted to the 
"current use of manjuana, and 563 
per cent said they were "cuiiently 
using * barbitBfales or tranqnilizers. 
The snrvey coochided hy stating that 

"drag use is qoite prev alent and daily 
Bse is eiceptionany high'* anmng the 
local college population. 

What has happened in terms of local 
college drug use in the past three 
years? 

Students still use several drugs 
simultaneously, with serious conse- 
quences, according to Laura McKinley 
<rf the Community Crisis Center.

Exploring space used to be just for Flash 
GcM'don and Captain Video. Then it was just 
for astronauts. But now, discovering the 
secrets of our solar system is a fascinating 
activ^ for everyone. How? By watching 
NOVA aired Sunday night at 8 p.m. on 
Chamd 11. WFSU-TV. 

The last fomteen years have seen a 
revolutkm in our underataadiog of ov place 
in the stars. When Neil Armatroog stepped 
out on the moon it became a familiar place. 
When the tour Mariner spacecrafts 
photographed Mars, it was no longer a 
product of science fiction. Mars became a 
very real part of our lives. 

NOVA*s adventure through the solar 
system reveals many new and interesting 
surprises — sorprises disooveied only 
dttiteg the reoeat years of fluimed aad 
uamaaned ezpioratioiis. Did yon know that 
Jupiter is almost a sun? That Me rc nfy looks 
just like our moon? 

When the Viking spacecraft touches down 
on Mars next July to sample its surface for 
signs of life, it will climax a 14-year period of 
exploration and discovery that has had no 
parallel since the discovery of the New 
Worid. 

In just this last decade the volume of space 
that man has explored by inter-planetary 



unmanned spacecraft has encompassed the 
whole of the inner solar system — and man 
has personally visted his nearest planetary 
neighbor, the Moon. What story can we now 
tell after these extraordinar> journeys? 

It is a story, in essence, of our origins and 
evohitioii: of the astoftsshing bombardment 
from ^ace that greeted the biith of the 
pianets, some of the impacts being so 
tremendous as to ataost split the youi^ 
worlds in two; and of the remaikabie 
combioatioo of fortuitous circumstances that 
led to our own planet developing into the 
beautiful blue-and-green globe teeming 
with life instead of the arid wastelands of 
Mars or the choking, broiling hell of Venus.

Conjunto is Mexican oooatry music, 
usually played without a great deal of 
back-up instrumentation such as drums and 
brass. In the Southwest, conjunto is 
generally associated with a variant of the 
Bohemian polka, representing a unique 
blend of the Mexican-German heritage of 
South Texas. 

Thisparticularvariety of conjunto music is 
most easily identifiable by Flaco Jimenez' 
virtuosicaccordian style as demonstrated on 
Attstm City limits. His style on the diatonic, 
button acoofdioa conies naturally: m 
addition to having his own acoonUc 
shop and performing prafessioiuilly ibr i 
than 20 years, Flaco is the son of 
accordion player, Santiago Jimenez, who 
invented the conjunto style of the Southwest.

He received hit B.A. from 
Antioch CdHege. tiien went to Yale §ot a 
B.F.A. He spent a year in Italy on a 
Fullbright scholarship, then completed his 
M.A. at the University of Iowa wlieie he 
staved on as an instructor for three years, fai 
1%5 he went to Rio de Janerio as Fullbrigbt 
Lecturer at the University of Brazil, and 
since then he has taught at four universities. 

Besides three books of poems, he has 
published an anthology of contemporary 
American poetry and has written a 
screenplay. He has alio done translations 
from four European languages, which he 
says is "not an activity I enjoy, but rather a 
discipline I find instructive.'*

The Playwright's Theatre has finally come of age. Tooiglit, 
the doors will close on their first production of the winter 
quarter and. happily, their first production of a truly 
exceptional play. 

As usual for bills-of-fare at the Playwright's Theatre, the 
show opens with a short, somewhat blase one-act. Written by 
MFA student Claudia Noble. "Vacation" is a low-key, 
perhaps overly subdued portrait of an artist set in an islandic 
paradise. The pain of the poet Andre (played by Andrew 
Neidkh) is counter-poiiited by the idiosyncrasies of his 
preteotious, gourmet-associate Jon (well played by Joe 
Boris) and by the httnotoos. ahnost stereotypical foibles of 
the vacationing (and instmding) American couple, portrayed 
by Beth Rodriguez and Robert Hatch.

The primary problem NMth the play is that its power lies 
, . ermuch m the periphery of what we see. As a study of the 
pain oi an artist to create, it is too weak and Ncidich's 
ponrayal too restrained. Andre's frustrations would have 
been more heavily underlined and balanced if Hatch and Ms. 
Rodriguez played more for the humor on stereotyping tor 
comk relief. Director Ivan Rodriguez should also have noted 
the ^tial difficulties created by having the mam action 
occurring practically within the audience, making viewing 
neariy impossible from the heavily congregated sides. 

But with the condusion of "Vacation" (and a beer-filled 
intermission) began the main event •* Raggedy s Blues." 
written by Susan Westfall. is the best play to be presented 
thus far by the Playwright's Theatre. It is an extremely 
beautiful, intense and gripping war of values being fought 
late at night in a Subway Station between a young junkie 
suffering as he waits eternally for his connection, and a 
middle aged, middle-class suburbanite suffering from the 
physical and emotional trauma of an abortion. 

Their confrontations run from verbal attacks to dagger-like 
eye contact to physical abuse and grab the audience by the 
throat. Their.victories see-saw back and forth. After each 
minor battle enda, the pace drops to a deadly antBc^atofy 
silence — and then they tesamt again, each cliagiBg to the 
symbok of their t orment: a rmging telephone with no one on

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Drug use on campus 'everywhere you go'

None of the 12 FSU students interv iewed by The Flambeau 
denied that drug use is an important part of life for many 
Students. 

**lt*s just everywhere you go. ' ' one indent, who asked not 
to be identified, said Friday afteraooo in the Union. 
**lndi¥ida«ls nse grass to rrinx. for stndying purposes, or jnst 
to get to know the people around them better." 

All the students The Flambeau spoke with ak'^e d that 
mariinana use is a significant aspect of college life. Echoing 
the feelings of many, a criminology major said. "Pot may be 
considered illegal by the authorities, but a majority of the 
people simply do not suppcMt that law. I'm going to continue 
to smoke." 

Indifference among college students to marijuana 
legislation has created a ticklish problem for university 
police«9 

"it's jnst snch a damn touchy subject with the oonununity, 
pnrticalatly here." Public inionnatioa officer Jim SeweO 
said, noting that certain segments the public still damor 
for enforcement of marijuana legialation. 

Last quarter. Sewell said there were only two arrests 
'strictly for marijuana" by the university police, and no 
arrests for amphetamines, which in the past have proven to 
be a problem. Normally. Sewell said university police arrest 
about 12 students per quarter for marijuana. 



Sewell said he believes there arc more serious problems for 
universn\ police to concern themselves with than pot 
violations. University police are encouraged to "use 
discrctiim" and consider the particular nature of a ooU^e 
cummunitv when enforcing drug laws, Sewell said, adding 
that as a result of this policy, students are often "given the 
benefit of the doubt." 

"It has happened, on occasion, that a policeman wffl 
destroy a joat and proceed to overlook the olfiense,*' SeweO 
said. 

Not referring specifically to nntverstty police, SeweU 
indicated that the controversy surrounding the mariiuana 
issue has led to an inconsistency in the application of the law. 
In effect, the nature of a drug offense may SMuetimes depend 
on the nature of the arresting officer. 

**You may have a cop that just doesn't like dope, and 
decides to bust the kid." Sewell said. "Or. you may 
encounter a cop who has smoked before and just ends up 
feeling sorry for the offender." 

From 1968 to 1970. when SeweO himself was an FSU 
stu<tent, he sakl "kids were dro|^ring a lot of acid, and Smith 
and KeOnro HaOs were the big campus sinholes." in the past 
two or three years. SeweO said he has seen an increase in 
marijuana use, but a corresponding decrease in what he 
called the "obvious use" of halludnogms. 

"We haven't had any busts for possession of psychedelic 
drugs anytime during the last four or five months," SeweU 



said.

Recalling one particular incident invoKinf; cocaiae 

occurred about a year and a half ago. Seu ell viui ^ 
poHce somettflKS (fisoovcr a drug possession 
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out a search warrant and 

oonficated his manuscripts on 
the Gainesville 8 trial and his 
files of photographs and 
dtKuments about undercover 
agents. Camil said. 

Camil has filed a civil suit 
seeking the renirn of this 
property and k>i damages 
due to the shooting. He said 
Governor Askew and Sen. 
Henry Jackson have separate 
committees investigating the 
DEA shooting. 

For three months prior to 
the March. 1975. shooting, 
("amil said he had been 
clatinj;^ a woman who turned 
out to be a DHA agent. Camil 
said she 'made $750 on my 
case." 



Camil currently has a 
problem paying for It ' 

expenses totaling $240,000 
since 1972. A benefit at the 
Pastime II Wednesday at 9 
p.m. featuring Dixie Drive 
and the Panhandle Express 
will help to defray some of 
Camil *s legal costs. 

Camil reported that he is 
receiving telephoned threats 
on his life, "but it could just 
be people with nothing to do 
on Saturday night." He said 
there is no way to prevent 
shootings if a person is intent 
on killing. 

According to Camil, 

"There is a maze of agents in 
this country." and he advised 
harassed individuals to go to 
a lawyer or to the press.

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Iowa caucus solidified Carter's candidacy

On Jan. 20, 1975. former 
Georgia Goveraor Jimmy Carter 
announced his intention to seek 
the Presidency in an 
announcement that drew smirks 
from most political observ ers, who 
figured wrongly that a governor 
from Georgia could only appeal to 
those ktiocs in that sute which 
once elected Lester Maddox to its 
highest offke. 

This past week Carter served 
notice that he is indeed a major 
presidential candidate with a 
resounding triumph in the Iowa 
caucas. The former nuclear 
physicist from South Georgia 
pulled in 28 percent of the 
Democratic vote, outdistancing 
his next closest competitor. Sen. 
Birch Bayh of Indiana, by 15 
percent. Another one thnti of the 
votes were cast to ttBoommitied 
delegates. 

Carter's campaign received 
something of a mild setback as a 
result of the surprisingly strong 
showmg by George Wallace in the 
Mississippi caucas of this 
weekend past. Carter received 
about 20 percent fewer votes than 





the hard-line-segregationist- 
turncd-moderate from Alabama. 

Still, the Iowa win establishes 
Caner as somewhat of a front 
runner going into the next couple 
of Northern primaries, a position 
that win be both to his advantage 
and detriment. Front runners find 
themselves being treated almost 
like incumbents, receiving more 
news, coverage, more publicity, 
and more attention from the voters 
at large. But front runners are also 
expected to w in for the most part, 
and a second or third place finish 
that ordinarily would be shrugged 
off is looked upon as a major 
defeat. 

Edmund Muskie watched his 
campaign slowly crumble apart 
four years ago when be went into 
the New Hampshire priniMy as 
the acknowledged leader of the 
Democratic Party and was not able 
to crush his opposition. Muskie 
actually won the primary, 
receiving almost 50 percent of the 
vote, but it was so much of a 
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poorer showing than expected that 

it was considered by everyone to 
be a Muskie defeat, and it was the 
beginning of the end for the man 
from Maine. 

The Iowa victory has also 
caused the national media to begin 
to take a closer lock, at Carter. 
Major daily newspapers from both 
Chicago and Boston sent 
correspondents to Atlanta the day 
after the votes were counted in 
Iowa to begin a detailed study of 
Carter's heralded reorganization 
of Georgia's state government, a 
restructuring that reportedly 
saved the state millions of dollars. 
When the three networks simply 
reported Carter's victory and 



showedfootage of a smiling Caiter 
shaking hands in his campaign 
headquarters in Iowa it was worth 
untold thousands of doUars of 
advertising. Walter Cronkite 
merely mentioning Carter's name 
establishes him in voters' minds 
all over the country and helps 
make Carter^a national candidate. 

Another problem that the leader 
in any race must face is becoming 
the target of potshots from those 
candidates be has left behind. 
Oeorge McGovem had to fice this 
in 1972 firora Hnbeft Humphrey in 
California, and nmny M tins was 
a major cause of the McGovem 
debacle in the national campaign. 
Humphrey 4id nothing in 
California except attack Mc- 
Governs proposals concerning 
welfare, abortion, amnesty, and 
defense spending: irreparably

JOHANNESBURG. South Africa (UPl) — South Africa 
annourKcd vesterday it was pulling its 1200 troops out of 
Anj^ola li was the first time the government had admitted its 
forces were fighting in the civU war in the former Portuguese 
a>lony. 

At the same time, one of the two Western -baclted Angolan 
guerrilla movemenU said it had "very favorable" responses 
to ito requests to the U.S. mad Empe-§ot sophisticated 
weapons and ■totceaaries. 

The other movement condemned the United States for 
failing to establish what it termed a dipfcimatic or military 
balance in the civil war. 

An estimated 10,000 Cuban troops are fi^itiBgofl the side 



of the Soviet-backed and supplied Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola. 

The Popular Movement said the South African pullout 
combined with what it said were new victories could bring the 
war to an end within weeks. 

News of the withdrawal was generally greeted with relief in 
South Africa with newspapers splashing it across their famt- 
pages under headfines such as "We're Out!" and "Pulling 
Out!** 

Until yesterday, the government had admitted only that 
South African troops had penetrated a few mOes into Angola 
from Southwest Africa Namibia and were not involved in the 
dvil war.

and the appearance of Cuban advisers in 
Algeria and Guinea-Bissau, torpedoed any 
U.S. desire to pursue detente with Premier

Kissli^^ was meeting with Presidoit 
Ford yesterday afternoon to rqiort on his 
week-long visit to C(^nhagen, Moscow, 
NATO headquarters in Bilissels and 
Madrid. 

In Spain, Kissinger and Foreign Minister 
Jose Maria Areilza Saturday signed a 
five-year agreement tightening U.S. military 
ties with Spain and giving Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco's heirs an mdirect link to 
NATO.

Three former Mississippi g o ve r n or s endorsed Wallace last 
week, and the Alabama governor ran a media bltu urging his 

supporters to go to the caucuses. 

Five candidates had campaigned in Mississippi prior to the 
caucuses, the initial step toward choosing the state's 24 
delegates to the National Democratic Convention. Texas Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen ran a distant fourth in the. balloting with 23.19 
voles, or about two per cent, while former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma was last with 1S.24 votes or 1.3 per cent. 

A party spokesperson said thM all of the returns probably 
would not be known until the county conventions Feb 14 
Pat berian. national Democratic committeewoman. said she 
was not surprised at Wallace s victory. Derian. who said she 
supported Carter, said she didn't consider the outcome as 
any major triumph for the Alabama goverrK^r. 

"Based on past voting records in the state, he really should 
have done much better." she said. 

Carter, campaigning in New England, said the WaUaoe 
backers should be credited for the job they did. 

**They have demonstrated the ability to compete strongly 
and effectively in a caucus system." Carter said. **This new 
ability indicates Gov. Wallace will be even stronger in 1976 
than some have predicted.'*

The OPEC finance mfaiiaters agreed Nov. 1ft to esUblish a 
$1 billion fund to provide longterm interest-free loans to 
developing nations with doldrum economies and staggering 
balance-of-payment deficits. 

The OPEC meeting in Paris, expected 'o last at least twi. 
days, was to work out details on how much money each 
member country should contribute and how the fund should 
be managed. 

When Iran first suggested the fund last Sep temb e r and 
hhited it would oraganize Its Ofwn aid program if the OPEC 
countries fidled to agree on one. the idea recehred a oqol 
reception. 

Since then, most OPEC members have become sensitive to' 
criticism from both the Third Worid and the industrialized 
West that the oil cartel was shirking its responsibilities to 
improve the standards of poor nations.

MIAMI — A controvcrnid jadge's ruling 
on an early event eventually cost Florida 
State's swim team its first loss of the season 
and gave the University of Miafld a 57-56 
victory here Friday afternoon. 

Rorida State freshman Kevin Connell 
defeated Miami's Olympic Medalist David 
Wilkie in the 200-yard Individual Medley. 
Imt was disqualified on a delayed call by a 
tm jadge. The judge was h^ identified m 
a "former Miami swimmer." 

"We are really disappoiiited/' said FSU 
coach Terry Caiisle. *'lt was one of those 
things where you can't argue with the official 
but I was really disappoirtedco imidrrlng the 
circumstances." 

Connell defeated Wilkie with a time of 
1:55.6, bettering the Olympic swimmer's 
mark by six -tenths of a second. But after the 
race, the turn judge came around the pool 
and claimed that Connell has used a 
"Doipliin kkk" coming off the wall in tiie 
butterfly portioii of the Medley. The ^dge 
did not, however, raise his hand at that point 
in the race to indicate an infraction. 

**lt reminded me of the Auburn football 
game." said Carlisle. The swimmers are 
taking it real well; they know that everyone 
in the pool knows the story and that Florida 
State has nothing to be ashamed of.. .we 
just have to pick up and go on." 

"We had several other chances in the 
coarse of the meet to pick up those two 
points," he continoed, "but we just didn't 
come through. Overatt, though, we had a 
super meet and some outstanding 
performances."

Hooker saki, university police have 
monHored drug activitv more closely. 
Increased attentwn has been given to 
the sale and possession of "hard 
drugs. and Hooker said the 
enlargement of the university poike 
force has also led to a ctoaer 
surveillance of drug traffic.

SeweU aakl a •'surge" of arrests began 
last summer, when, becaaae of a 
campus rape prablem, more university 
poHcemen were assigned to night duty .

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Economy Improving 
but at a slow pace 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford's chief 
economist said yesterday the nation's economy is improving 
steadily from the worst recession since World War II, but 
inflation wiU hover at about 6 per cent through 1975 and 
unemploynient will moderate only slightly Itom its 8 per 
cent-plus level. 

Ford, in signing the annual report of his Council of 
Economic Advisers, predicted: "We are going to do better in 
unemployment. We are going to do better in the rate of 
mflation.*' 

Both the Council and Ford warned against pushing too 
hard to achieve full employment quickly, saying this could 
bring renewed inflation and eventually another recession. 



TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) — Airport sources said yesterday 
Soviet fighter planes forced down a hijacked Russian jetliner 
apparently commandeered by one or more Russian Jews who 
wanted to go to Israel. 

They said a radio call from the plane was overheard in 
which a man said he was a Jew and wanted to go to Israel. The 
sources said the plane landed on Soviet territory after fighter 
planes closed in and ordered it down. 

Israeli authorities took emergency precautions but called 
them off after three hours in the realization that a Tupolov 
jetliner, the type said to have been seized, could not fly to 
Israel from Moscow without refueling, the sources said. 

They said the top-ranking official at the airport during the 
alert was Rahamint Ze'evi, Prime hfinister YItdiak Rabin's 
anti-terrorist adviser.

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Legislature must 
determine tuition 

During the last legislative session, the Board of Regents 
recommended a tuition hike. Because the legislature failed 
to act on the proposal, the additional cost in higher 
education was implemented. 

Essentially. BOR members arc allowed to raise tuition 
costs without the consent of state taxpayers or students, 
those people most affected by a change in the finances of 
the university system. 

The BOK plans to raise tuition again this year in order to 
have students finance about one-third of their educatioiia] 
costs, which is a figure developed, in part, through the 
Carnegie Commission Report on the Financing of Higher 
^.Jfiducatimi. 

However, a supplemental report has been released by the 
commission which acknowledges the possibility of prior 
error in its estimations, and the amount of educational costs 
students should pay was revised to 24 per cent. Florida 
students now pay 28.75 per cent. 

BOR members often make decisions on the basis of 
questionable information. Tuition should be controlled by 
the legislature not only for this reason, but also because 

regents are not the elected officials of students or 

taxpayers. 

There has been a bill filed which would require the 
legislature to maintain responsibility for tuition rates and 
which stipulates that rates must be adjusted by direct action 
of the legislature. 

Passage of this bill would enable students to lobby 
against a tuition increase. Instead of having to accept 
whatever registration fees nine regents decide is best for 
them. David Sigerson, executive director of the Florida 
Student Association, has indicated that if the law is passed, 
the planned statewide tuition increase may be prevented. 

Students should lobby for the passage of the legislation, 
Committee Substitute Bill 344-814. Legislators must listen 
to the voter. In this state, the BOR does not. 

Since 1974, tuition increases have plagued students in 
Florida, and another hike in the prices charged by this 
university system cannot be tolerated. The only way in 
which the BOR can be prevented from making higher 
education an elitist institution is to take the power of setting 
tuition rates away from the regents and place it In the hands 
of elected representatives.

Hot Seminoles 
looking for bid

Honda Stales steamrolling 
basketball team will take a week long 
vacation from competitioii before it 
begins what most consider to be the 
most imporunt part of its schedule. 

Next Saturday the Seitiinoles wiJ] 
travel to Atlanta to take on Ga. State, 
an up and coming small college power 
who boasts a 12-4 record and who 
would like nothing better than to 
knock oH a big name school like FSU. 

The Seminoles will leave im- 
mediatclv after that game and head 
for Normal, ill., where ihey will face 
probably their biggest test of the 
season. Illinois State, also 12^4 and a 
recent winner over Wake Forest in 
Winston-Salem, will provide the 
competition in a game that decictes 
whether or not the Seminoles are 
asked to play in any post season 
tournaments. 

A win over a team that has beaten 
Wake Forest on the road would do a 
lot to enhance Seminole chances of a 
post season bid. But FSU must win in 
Normal, because a split of the two 
games the two teams play (ISU comes 
toTully Feb. 12) would merely prove 
that FSU can only win at home in a 
gym that nobody else is used to. 

If FSU had somehow been able to . 
turn those three and four point losses 
to Oregon State (who defeated UCLA) 
and Alabama to victories earlier in the 
season, then a post season berth 
would almost be assured for Hugh 
Durham's team. 

I he people who decide who goes to 
the NCAA tourney and who sits home 
all realize that an FSU win in Tully 



doesn t mean a whole hell of a lot. 
simply because to come away with a 
win in a rattrap like Tully is 
tantamount to making the Dead Sea 
part. So, to get any consideration at 
all, FSU must prove that it can win on 
the road, at least on a neutral site. 
The Seminoles are 12-4 on the 
season, but only 5-4 in games away 
from friendly Tully, and you can be 
sure the voters notice that particular 
discrepency. 

All of which makes it important, of 
course, that FSU come away from 
Normal. III. Feb. 2 with a win. and if 
the Seminoles can somehow put 
together a basketball game similar to 
their last two home court victories, 
then it would seem a victory w ould be 
a foregone conclusion. 

The play of a couple of Seminoles 
has been instrumental in the' recent 
surge. Harry Davis, a 6-7 sophomore 
from Qevelaad, OH., has proven he 
can score inside as well as |>lay 
agressive defense. Davis has always 
been a big favorite with the crowd 
with his hustle and his flamboyant 
style of play. 

Greg Grady has also played well 
during the recent FSU streak, 
something that does not always show 
up in the box score under Grady's 
name. The big senior is usually 
assigned the other team's best inside 
scorer, and for the most part he has 
come out on top in his battle. 

He recently held Marion Hillard 
and Calvin Crews, two big scorers 
from Memphis State and South- 
western Louisiana, to four and nine 
points, respectively, while forcing 
them to shoot under 40 per cent.

Although it seemed that enrollment in Florida's 
university system was to be limited without del>ate among 
officials on the pros and cons of such a move, the 
controversy over enrolment caps has begun on the state 
tevel. 

EducatkMi Omimissioner Ralph Turlington is seeking to 
defeat a Board of Regents plan to reduce university 
enrollment in Florida. 

Turlington's actions result from a request to withdraw 
the matter from the BOR agenda made by Chancellor E.T. 
York, who was acting on authority of the BOR executive 
committee. It is questionable whether the executive 
committee can rescind an agreement of the full board, so 
Turlington has called for a Cabinet vote. 

However, BOR corporate secretary Hendrix Chandler 
has said that enrollment will still be cut by ten per cent, 
despite a Cabinet which may recommend the contrary. 
Chandler claims the legisUtnte does not have any more 
fimds to keep enrollment at its pre^t level, but Gov. 
Askew has said he would vote against the second request 
for limited enrollment because he has not yet determined 
whether any reductions would be needed based on next 
year's budget. 

It is obvious that the Governor and the BOR have 
different conceptions of what next year's budget will be in 
terms of education funding. Probably the only people who 
have an idea of what education will receive in funding are 
the powers that be in the legislature, and the person most 
likely to j^ave the closest contacts with those peofile is the 
Governor. 

Limiting enrollment solves the financial crisis in Florida 
higher education for one year, but in the l<mg run, it is not a 
plausible solution. It is time for BOR members, the 
legislature and the Governor to re-evaluate the tax 
stnictiire supporting the university system. 

With inflation rates oontkiuing to make education 
expulsive, falling into a trap which would call for reduction 
after reduction in enrollment would be easy. Florida must 
not create an educational system for people who manage to 
pay spiralling tuition rates to be accepted into a 
discriminating university system. 

Both Turlington and Askew should be commended for 
their efforts to defeat limited enrollment and to keep 
education public.

Ford veto overridden 
in test of support 

WASHINGTON (UPI) -r The Hoase yesterday voted to 
oveffide Prendeat Ford's veto of a S45 biBioB health, welfuv 
and labor money UU m the first election year test of GOP 
support for Ford's economy drive. 

The vote was 310-113, 28 more than was needed ibr the 
two-thirds majority of those voting to override. 

A sufficient number of Republicans defected from the 
administration to help Democrats gather the necessary 
strength to overturn the veto. The Senate was also expected 
to override when a vote comes up in that body. 

The override vote came despite a last-minute, 
administration offer to compromise on the $926 million 
increase in the measure over Ford's budget requests. The 
comproBiise would have trimmed the increase to $502 
a^Hon. 

The measure would fund the Departments of Labor and 
Health. Education and WeHue ior the IS-aaoadi period that 

started last July 1. 

Ford said in his veto message the bill was ' 'a classic example 
of unchecked spending" but Democrats said the Ford 
proposals would cut spending below last year's levels and n<rt 
even allow for inflation-cause cost increases.

FCC investigates claims 
of station discrimination

NAACP complaints of employment discrim- 
mation at Florida hroadcasting stations has 
resulted in a Federal Communications 
Commission investigation of 99 stations, 
including WFSU -TV and six Tallahassee-area 
radio stations. 

The action caoM as the iXX: rejected a petition 
hy the nkkC^ mMag that aU 334 bitMdcast 
stations in the state be denied license renewals. 
AU of the Hoeiises ezp&v on Feb. 1. 



Commenting on the FCC action. WFSU-TV 
station manager Edward Herp said. "1 welcome 
them to come in and investigate, because we have 
complied with affirmative action in the hiring of 
blacks and minorities.". 

There are 34 members of the WFSU-TV staff, 
and currently there are tteee fnfl-time Uacfcs and 
two blacks who are temporarily employed on the 
staff. Herp said, adding that women make up 
better than one third of the staff. 

**A11 the black appficants have not been 



qualitied. Herp claimed. "If the blacks were 
qualified, they were given positions.** 

Herp said there are no overall FCC guideltnes 
for the hiring of minority groups in e»ch 
community. 

*in smaller towns anxrad the state, where 
there was not mach representation of minority 
groups, there was a lack of blacks on staffs." he 
said. 

Herp indicated WONS radio had "'made an 
effort to hire minorities." but that he didn't know 
about the other radio stations. 

Each vear WFSL'-TV and all other stations file 
reports w ith the FCC providing information on the 
number of minority group employes and separate 
totals for male and females employed. Herp said 
'The NAACP may have had access to the FCC 
fiJes in Washington D.C.. because usually the 
person or group that files a complaint goes to the 
station first.** 

/im frwin,station manager for WFSU-FM 
radio, a station not named by the FCC, indicated 
that *'our hiring patterns are acceptable." Of 
eight full-time employes tfiere b one womra ami 
one black, he 
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legislature fails to act on the proposal, it becomes 
implemented. 

Committee Sabstitote BIO 344-614 is presently before the 
legislature, and Sigerson said that if the bill is accepted, the 

legislature would be required by law to maintain 
responsibility for tuition rates. The law would require direct 
action from the legislature in order for rates to be adjusted, 
Sigerson said. If the legislature failed to take action, the 
previous year's fee program would go. into effect, 
maintaining the status quo. ' 

"We think the legislature should set all taxes on the 
people," Sigerson said. **They're more subject to the desires 
of their constituents.** 

Should the bill become law within the next few months. 

SigerKMi said the pianaed statewide tuition mcrease might be 
preveM^ed. 

Tax reforms might also be employed to finance the costs of 
higher education, he said. Alternative sources are needed if 

student fees are lowered or remain constant, and Sigerson 
said the FSA endorses a Ralph Turlington proposal to adjust 
■fixed quantity taxes" on items like a gallon of liquor or a 
carton of cigarettes. 

As the price of fixed quantities" of gasoline and liquor 
have gone up. taxes have not increased at a comparable rate. 
An mcrease in these taxes might bring more funds to higher 
education. Sigerson said. 

"What the legislature must do is choose between liquor 
and cigarette interests and the hiteiests of higher 
educatioa.*' he said.

If nothing else, Stiulent Government electkms are always 
entertaining. 

Candidates make the complaint that no one is interested 
in the **real issues** and claim that they desire to discuss 
these issues in every campaign. They say every effort is 
being made on their part to stage a campaign which will be 
concerned with **real issues," and blame the poor voter 
turnouts on apathetic students and inadequate news 
coverage. 

This year's student body presidential race is no different 
from those of past years. Most of the candidates have 
handed out leaflets explaining over-used issues and are 
spending the rest of their energy making petty charges and 
counter-charges among themselves. 

It is not that some of the candidates* complaints about 
violations of the elections code are invalid that gives the 
campaign an amusing air; rather, it is the vigilante attitude 
of some candidates which makes the whole election process 

look like a plot line used by the Keystone Kops. 

One candidate sent out a letter seeking **acttve support'* 
for his campaign two days before open campaigning began. 
Another ran^ a newspaper advertisement without stating 
that it was a paid political advertisement, which is a 
requirement of Florida state law. 

Many other violations, most of which are minor, have 
occurred. Infractions of the rules is not unusual for SG 
campaigns. However, this year the same candidates who 
are violating the elections code are the first tp report 
possible and probable violations of their competition. 

An elections commission exists to monitor the 
candidates, but those campaigning have taken it upon 
themselves to spend most of their time policing each otW 
enthusiastically. 

When campaigns arc reduced to this level, it is always 
orth a laugh for a candidate to blame disinterest in 
lections on student apathy. Just as most television pcdke 
shows offer little innovative action, tills election begins to 
m like a show whkh can be entertaining, but only to

1 feel that the weather report 
offered last Friday, Jan. 23. 1976 
was not based upon any sound 
meteorological reason.

House Speaker Dob Tucker and Senate 
President Dempsey Barron have indicated they 
will oppose any tax increases. Askew said Tucker 
and Barron might change their minds about a gas 
tax increase "once thev realize it would mean 
practically no new primary road projects starting 
this year." 

Turlington says it is ridlculoas to consider a tax 
faicrease only fior highway needs wifli e d« ca tfc w i 
and other state programs having severe financial 
prohlems. 

Askew said the state is losiag mimoBS of federal 
highway dollars because it doesn't have the 
matching funds. If the state matching money can 

be found and the road construction industry given 
a boost. Florida's overall economy will be 
stimulated, he said. 

"We're not just talking about ways to try to 
improve the cash flow to the Department of 
Transportation." 

Askew said major tax increases at the s^rte levd 
will offset any benefit from cuts in the federal 
income tax designed to help ease inflation. 

Every state is facing revenue prrblems, and if 



local taies are increased, "you're going to 
substantially offset the stimnhis supposed to be 
forthcoming from the continued fedeial tax cut."

He will propose a reshifting of tte municiple 

utilities tax burden, probably an exemption for 
households using less than 300 watts.

Askew said he is hopeful sales tax collections for 
December will reach $121 million, a healthy 
increase from the $97 million in November. Final 
figures will be available in the next few days. 

"I'm fairly confident we will come up into that 
area. This will mean tax collections are coming 
along as we hoped they wtwid." 

Askew said the record business Florida's QOV. ASKBMf 
tourism industry had in 1975 was "about the 
biggest economic bright spot."

SUS needs favorites, 

Marshall tells Senate

The State University System needs to get 
some "favorites" into the legislature in 
order to secure greater funding for higher 
education. FSU Presideat Stanley Marshall 
io\d student senators at their meeting 
Wednesday night. 

Marshall, who appeared in response to a 
Senate invitation, spoke for about 15 
minutes on subjects concerning the general 
state of the university. He responded to 
questions from the floor following the talk. 

According to Marriiall, part of the reaaoa 
for inadequate k^alative funding is that the 
key people in the Lrgitlafre are not overly 
concerned with the state of higher 
education. The people who hold positions of 
power in the House and Senate are "not 
sympathetic like they were about four years 
ago." he said. 

Marshall said lobbying at the capital is 
useful but urged the senators to personally 
call then own legislators and express their 
cx}ncem about fimding for higher

In response to a question concerning why 
the univeristy might cut back academics 
rather than administraion. Marshall said 
that, because academics composes 80 per 
cent of the budget and adminsitration only 
18 per cent, cuts would "obviously" have to 
be BMde there since there ii aort to 



Marshall added there have been cetiMcks in 
admlnstration and that the p re s e nt problems 
in the auditing department arMe benose 
the Comptollers office was reduced by ludf. 
leaving them understaffed. "If there was 
any fat, we would defl^atdy cut that first," 
he said. 

Answering a question about the proposed 
civic center. Marshall said he favored i.'.ore 
student representation on the Civic Center 
Authority since FSU will be footing about 40 
per cent of the cost. He said the S29 iMfee 
could be used elsewhere but that it ia "pretty 
committed" to the dvic eenter. 

CoBoeraing the renovation costs of 
Wcstcott, Marshall said he didn't know the 
thdr exact total cost, but said it is "aothlBg 
to be embarrassed about." 

Marshall said he saw nothing wrong with 
furnishing the president's office as nicely as 
those "at Rutgers" or other prominent 
universities, and claimed the "controversial 
purple carpet" in his office only cost SIO per 
squaie yard. "If you can go oat 
carpet at tiuu price, yoB'n 
M,"heaaid.

The next piece rekindles the memory of last fall s 
production of "Oklahoma" by featuring the dances from that 
play (choreographed by David Roche) complete with the 
orighial score. While each segment is very good, it loses 
somethmg in being oat of tfM oonteat of the play itself. It 
teems alfiiott fragiaeiittd at tinei and perhaps the rcf^ 
a perfo r m ance rendered only ten weeks ago was not a wise 
indusioa iDr this year's "Evening of Dance.*' 

The second Tudor ballet on the program, entitled "Little 
Improvisations." features Lane Sayles and Deborah 
Harrison as two children awakening from sleep, then playing 
and teasing each other until they find a toy — a large scarf — 
with which they invent improvisational games of dance and 
mime. The music of Robert 'Schumann is beautiful, but the 
piece itself does not shine along with the music. 

The most moving piece in the show is the concluding work, 
"Mi Alma Antiqua de Nino, " magnificently choreographed 
by Itevtd Roche. Originally presented in 1973, it is tti 
incredibly powerful and ab^ract modem dance that makes 
an unnerving oomneBtafy on organized letigioo. With the 
hauntingly saperaatttral mosic of George Crumb* it presents 
four dancers dressed in coetumes of red, black, white and 



yellow that represent the children of the world, and a mm who 
is meant to become a generalized symbol of the religions of 
the world. Its use of allegory is intense. 

The black dancer pulls the others m a can. He changes 
roles with the white dancer. Then, they are all called to class 
by the nun who immediately proceeds to teach them hatred, 
and provokes black and white to violent confirontatioB. White 
then rapes r^, who in turn castrates her attacker. YeHow is 
victimaed. Then awareness. The aim sorrows for the aagttkh 
she has caused and dies, a victhn of her own hatred. The 
corpse of Religion is wheeled off by wtnie. Mack and red, 
leaving yellow behind to pick up the nun's halnt and begin the 
cyde again. The brutality bred by organized religion 
ineviubfy destroys it — as well as the sodety it was meant to 



And on that powerfully moving note, the perfonnaaoe ends 
amid the gasps of an incredakNis audience, only to begin 
again tonight and continoe through tomorrow with curtain at 
8: IS p.m. There is no finer way to gfimpae the true beauty and 
fireedomof spffit than here. The 1976 "Evening of Dance** Is 
a must for all lovers of the human form. Don't miss it.
